sorted sizes, large bowls, platters 
and basins, and other pieces, were 
there and my husband confessed that 
there would still have been more if 
his Dad had not melted them up for 
bullets many years before. 


Treasures, large and small, too 
numerous to mention here, now 
adorn nearly every corner of my 
home. Prints, etchings, old stamps, 
paper money, books, and_ similar 
thing's. 


In one of the smaller boxes, wrap- 
ped in faded paper were three bun- 
ches of glass grapes used some years 
ago as Christmas ornaments. Even

in the dim light of the attic I could 
discern their soft mellow shades, 
one silver, a sea green and the other 
a rich shade of wine. 

Only after carefully washing them 
in warm soapsuds was I aware of 
their rare beauty. They were about 
five inches long, of heavy “mold 
blown glass,” the glass itself being 
tinted, and silvered on the inside, to 
bring out their beautiful and delicate 


color. The modern ones seem garish 
in contrast with these soft lovely 
shades. Stiegel gets credit from 


some of our local dealers for these, 
but to me, Germany is their logical 
birthplace. 

When my daughter, age eight, 
saw the grapes she was so delighted 
that she begged to have her next 
Christmas tree entirely of the old 
ornaments. And that is how it be- 
gan! 

After a round of antique shops 
and auction sales,. at the end of six 
months we had only obtained a half 
dozen bunches. One a large cobalt 
blue, about seven inches long; two 
more green, a lovely old gold, and 
two of a deep copper. We also had 
picked up a few balls of assorted 
shades and sizes, from a seven inch, 
diameter one down to one inch. One 
of these was an exquisite shade of 
rose, a soft and lovely tint, and the 
only one of its kind i have found. 

We then put an Ad in our local 
paper for a week, but that brought 
us but one bunch, a three-inch green 
one of unusually heavy glass. 

Disappointments followed one after 
another. Friends who were sure 
they had a box of them stowed 
away somewhere, found they had 
been given to the ash man by some 
member of the family. One man 
drove twenty miles to sell us a box 
containing six, and when I brought 
him in to see my array, he was s0 
struck by their loveliness scintillat- 
ing on the shelf, he decided to keep 
them for himself. 

Finally last Christmas our tree 
was arrayed in all its glory with a 
hundred old ornaments, to glow in 
unaccustomed brilliance of electric 
lights, reflecting back, somehow, 
wavering tapers of candle flames. 
Hanging as of old among fragrant 
pine boughs, the grape clusters vie 
with other seldom seen examples of 
the glass blower’s art to make our 
Christmas more festive. 

Christmas time is not the only time 
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our grapes are in the limelight. All 
through the year, at different times, 
they adorn my dining table in many 
beautiful and distinctive combina- 
tions. A tall mercury glass vase fill- 
ed with “Peter’s Pennies” combined 
with orange bittersweet, and around 
it a few bunches of silver grapes, 
make a not to be forgotten center- 
piece. A blue bowl filled with pink 
roses combined with blue grapes, and 
a dozen other combinations make my 
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These old grape glass pieces add a decorative touch to the table 
center-piece. 


table a never ending source of beauty 
and individuality. 

I had niches built in my home to 
accommodate a prized bottle collec- 
tion of blown glass, but the sheer 
beauty of these old glass grapes put 
my bottles to shame, and so I moved 
them to a shelf in the corner cup- 
board, and my grapes now repose in 
regal splendor in their place, excepu 
at Christmas time and on other spe- 
cial occasions.

Christmas Lights at Happy Acres

: collector is a specie distinct 
from his brethren. Among other 
eccentricities once he has set heart 
on an addition to his collection he 
knows no peace of mind until it is 
acquired or the struggle hopelessly 
lost. Honest, God-fearing folk who 
bear ill will toward no one have been 
known to envy neighbor’s possessions. 


In a manner I, too, am culpable. 
Though I shudder at bearing false 
witness against my neighbor and try 
to love my neighbor as myself, I can 
without pangs of conscience covet my 
neighbor’s goods — if they be in the 
form of Christmas lights. 


But one pays dearly in mental an- 
quish trying to collect these quaint 
old lamps. I, for one, have suffered 
the torments of the Inquisition. In 
Maine last summer one especially 
harrowing incident occurred which 
made a lasting impression on me. 


In a house window of a little town 
I chanced to see a fine array of 
lovely old amethyst Christmas lights. 
Everything about the place suggest- 
ed that it was a likely place to find 
a precious prize. My joy knew no 
bounds and I stopped and knocked 
upon the old weatherbeaten door. 
But gay anticipation took hasty flight 
and my heart and hopes sank as a 
sour, thin-visaged individual opened 
the door. I inquired about the lights. 

No. They were decidedly NOT 
FOR SALE! And if I were a dealer, 


as she supposed I was, I could just 
move along and save her time and 
mine. 


She would not be cajoled and 
could not even be won over to the 
cause of common civility. She would 
neither sell, barter, nor exchange her 
lamps (not even ONE) for others 
of a different color. I was about to 
excuse her attitude on the grounds of 
sentimental attachment until I learn- 
ed she had brought them en masse at 
a country auction. In departing I 
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took a brief glance at the little gems. 
There they hung in all their spark- 
ling glory like truant stars out of 
heaven, nine identical duplicates as 
to size, shape and color. Life’s irony 
had pre-ordained that they be the 
one color not included in my own col- 
lection. I dare say their adamant 
owner will haul them across the 
river Styx with her rather than let 
posterity know the joy of their pos- 
session. Such a creature is not of 
the noble fraternity of Collectors. 
There are no duplicates in my col- 
lection for after that experience I 
solemnly vowed to be guiltless of the 
same offense. 

The Christmas lights which are 
included in my small, but growing 
group, are of various types. First 
there are those small, quilted dia- 
mond pattern lamps of three mold 
pressed glass. Another of this same 
general type is blown. Some authori- 
ties on old glass maintain that these 
are of Sandwich origin and far be 
it from me to dispute an authority. 
These lamps were hung suspended by 
a fine wire and were illumined by 
means of a wick floating in oil. I 
have one which still has in the bot- 
tom a bit of tallow candle used in 
a later period, about 1820. These 
lamps are not especially rare as I 
have seen several of them in the win- 
dows of antique shops. Hanging 
lamps of this class have been used 
for centuries in Europe for both do- 
mestic and religious purposes and 
even now may be seen in many mon- 
asteries and cathedrals. I have one 
such European lamp which is of cop- 
per blue and is very old. It is a fine 
example of the blown lamp. 

In early America these lamps fig- 
ured prominently in all holiday func- 
tions though particularly in Christ- 
mas decorating. The light they shed 
is eerie and misty and a room lighted 
by these gay little lamps is a delight 
to the eye. Their ruby, emerald, 
topaz, and amethyst glow is reminis-

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ent of the glories of Aladdin’s cave. 


A second type lamp which is a na- 
tural outgrowth of that described in 
the foregoing is made up of three 
sections, the saucer, candleholder and 
globe. They are similar to the peg 
lamps which in turn are the anteced- 
ents of the popular hurricane lamps. 

Calling at the shop of a local dealer 
one afternoon in search of Christ- 
mas lights I happened upon what 
later proved to be the top or globe of 
one. The other parts were missing. 
As I explained the mystery of Christ- 
mas lights to my friend she recalled 
having a tiny glass candle holder. It 
simply had never occurred to her 
that the two pieces were meant to 
be used together. Imagine her hap- 
piness in discovering she had such a 
lovely thing in her possession. Such 
was her joy that I feel my mission 
as a collector fulfilled in imparting 
my small knowledge to her. 

The third type light is in its 
strictest sense a vigil lamp. This, 
too, is tumbler shape and is held in 
a standard or frame usually of eccle- 
siastical motif. They may burn either 
candles or a floating wick. One such 
lamp in my possession is a ruby-gold 
blown piece. It was privately owned 
by one family for over a century and 
was brought to this country from 
Europe. Lighted, it is an awe-inspir- 
ing spectacle. 

Still another variety of Christmas 
light is of the lantern type. These 
metal lanterns have colored glass 
panels and are lighted by a candle. 
These being of later origin, are prop- 
erly not classed as antiques. I have 
talked with persons who remember 
having seen them used at Christmas 
time in France and Germany even 
within the past few decades. They 
are, however, representative of 
Christmas lights and are therefore 
valuable to my collection as a type. 

One must really see these many 
kinds of little Christmas lights shed- 
ding their jewel aura to appreciate 
their true beauty. 


Here at Happy Acres open house 
on Christmas Eve is a part of the 
New England tradition. The latch 
string is out to all and the old farm- 
house revels in its scent of pine and 
balsam. Yule logs are heaped high 
on the fireplace and in every window 
an ancient Christmas light bids the 
traveler welcome. 


Ever since the dim early days of 
Christianity those of good faith have 
burned lights in their windows to 
guide the steps of the Infant Savior 
to their doors at Christmastide. Such 
was the prime purpose of these love- 
ly lights. May they guide you to the 
exquisite realms of collecting.

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Henry Philips Hope 
The memory of Henry Philips Hope 


Esq., wealthy London banker, will 
probably never fade from the annals 
of gem collecting. He was a most 
indefatigable collector, having the 
means to purchase many rarities. He 
collected, purely for the beauty of 
the stone. Perfection in a gem was 
not enough with him. Quite frequent- 
ly the oddity of a flaw in the stone 
caused it to be included, as he be- 
lieved that some flaws, instead ot 
lowering the value of a stone, might 
increase its worth. He sought beauty 
in shape and color or extraordinary 
jewels by reason of their flaws, tint 
or their cut. 


Mr. Hope gained more renown with 
the famous Blue Hope diamond than 
any other stone. It was once a 
French crown jewel and is now owned 
by Mrs. Edward B. McLean of Wash- 
ington, D. C. 


When his collection was cataloged 
it was revealed that he had: 170 
pearls, 22 of them odd and native 
specimens; 111 diamonds, 62 in erys- 
tallized forms; 53 opals, Hungarian 
and Mexican; 33 sapphires, 31 ame- 
thysts, 30 garnets, 29 tourmalines, 
22 topazes, 20 chrysoberyls, 20 aqua- 
marines, 19 rubies, 16 ruby balais, 12 
emeralds, 11 hyacinths, 10 zircons, 8 
turquoises, 8 moonstones, and 7 
peridots. 


The majority of the cut stones were 
set in rings, both modern and antique. 
The aquamarines in this collection 
were very large. One weighed 5

THE SCRAP BAG 
Warner, N. H. 
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Some Cinderellas of the Doll World 


By MARJORIE LOUISE BENHAM 


T saddens the heart of the doll 

dealer to have a collector pass by 
the lovely jointed and kid body dolls 
with bisque heads and say,” I only 
collect the early dolls.”” Perhaps the 
very doll the collector is looking at 
was made in the early fifties, and is 
a very choice specimen, but some one 
has told her that such dolls are 
“modern” or “made in the Gay Nine- 
ties.” Some collectors will gleefully 
exhibit something “fifty years old” 
and then turn up the nose at some- 
thing that flourished in the Gay Nine- 
ties, when a moment’s thought will 
assure them that the nineties are al- 
most fifty years astern. 


However, to return to the so-called 
“jointed dolls,” there are so many 
varieties that it is a mistake to class 
them all together and discard them. 


In the first place, the Jumeaus, 
made in France during the middle 
of the nineteenth century, are col- 
lectors’ items that should be eagerly 
sought after and are, by wise doll 
collectors. 


During the early and middle part 
of the nineteenth century, the Ger- 
man doll manufacturers dominated 
the world and in an effort to capture 
some of this business, the French 
government subsidized the Jumeau 
factory, hoping to compete with the 
Germans. Jumeaus were made up 
until late in the century but whereas 
they competed very definitely in the

artistic result, they were never able 
to compete economically, and were 
gradually discontinued. 

These dolls have very definite char- 
acteristics, hard to describe but once 
pointed out, not at all hard to dis- 
tinguish from the Germans. 

One thing about the Jumeaus that 
is most noticeable is that they look 
like people. The eyes are apt to be 
rather prominent and the necks long- 
er than contemporaneous dolls of the 
Germans. The eyes are often a love- 
ly pale violet in the early ones and 
are said to have been made so in 
compliment to Queen Victoria who 
was famous even as a child for eyes 
of this shade. 

The ears are pierced and the hair 
is of sewed on type, that is sewed 
wigs, of various types, some of real 
hair. Brunettes predominate, and 
even auburn hair ones are found. 
Among the Germans, blonde hair 
was much more common. 

The early ones were made of a 
lovely pale bisque. Later in the 
century, the bisque used was of a 
darker shade, not so extremely pink 
as the German dolls, more of the 
shade now known as “sun tan.” 

Some of the early ones made to 
be used on kid bodies were designed 
so that the head turned on the bust. 
The kid bodies were of very fine skin 
and were very long waisted with 
short legs and large hips. The arms 
of these models were of bisque, some- 
times to above the elbow, very beauti- 
fully modeled. 

The earlier jointed types had 
wooden legs and upper arms, coated 
with the same material as the rest 
of the doll and with feet and hands 
of the composition, skilfully molded 
onto the legs and arms. Some of 
these little beauties were only ten or 
twelve inches long. In general, the 
features, eyes, nose and mouth of the 
Jumeaus, are larger in proportion to 
the size of the face than the Ger- 
mans. 

Lovely German jointed dolls and 
also the bisque heads on kid bodies 
of this make should be included in 
every collection, as well as Jumeaus. 
Some of the heads made to be used on 
the kid bodies were extremely beauti- 
ful; the little faces turned to one 
side and most expressive. While the 
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German ones do not at present com- 
mand the prices of the Jumeaus 
among important collectors, they are 
lovely and desirable and in a few 
years, when their importance is real- 
ized, they will be hard to find and we 
wil! all be wondering why we did not 
pick them up. Remember, doll fans, 
only a few years ago, Parians and 
Staffordshires were being picked up 
for a song. Be advised and buy your 
Cinderellas while they are not too 
much in demand. 

One very good reason for do- 
ing this is that the more recent 
ones are not so expensive and a col- 
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lector can keep her collection down 
to date without spending too much 
money. 


Just as the tempo of living has 
speeded up, so dolls and other things 
revolve out of sight quicker than 
they did in the past century. People 
do not have attics, and calls from 
thrift shops and rummage sales are 
very insistent. These neglected darl- 
ings, sitting in the corners of the 
antique shops, like Cinderella in her 
chimney corner, will some day blos- 
som out and go to the ball. Get yours 
before they are all gone. 





Doll Collectors of America, Inc., 
Discuss Jumeau Dolls 


T A recent meeting of the Doll 

Collectors of America, Inc., held 
at the home of the president, Mrs. 
Earle E. Andrews of Winchester, 
Mass., the program was given over to 
Jumeau dolls. Assisting as co-hostes- 
ses were Mrs. Henry E. Johnson and 
Velvalee Dickinson. 

Miss Jennie Abbott made a report 
on historical research into the history 
of the Jumeau doll, based on a trans- 
lation from ‘Playthings, Their His- 
tory and Manufacture,” (Les Jouets- 
Histoire-Fabrication) by Leo Clar- 
ette, a book published in Paris about 
1875. Some of the facts revealed 
about this well known doll’s history 
were as follows: 

“The Jumeau family of Paris, the 
best known and most distinguished 


of French doll makers, first came 
into prominence in 1844. By 1862 
they had created a doll that was truly 
French, a fine lady doll graceful in 
form, well proportioned, with biscuit 
porcelain head having a_ beautiful 
face, colored by skilful artists and 
dressed in correct reproductions of 
the latest Parisian fashions. 


“At first these heads and busts 
were in one piece, later the eldest 
son of the family invented a move- 
able head which could be turned up, 
down, backward and forward or at 
an angle imitating in a life-like man- 
ner every human motion or pose. 


The first of the moveable heads 
were applied to a bisque bust which 
was fastened to a kid body. Later in

the 70s the son used this type of 
head on a composition body which 
was fashioned like a child’s body 
rather than the wasp-waisted torsos 
of the previous era. 

Many different parts went to make 
up the doll’s body, and many kinds of 
material were used in its construc- 
tion. Copper wires shaped liked hooks 
were used as the joints, kneecaps 
and collar bones in the anatomy of 
the baby doll. 

The facial characteristics, i.e., the 
eyebrows, eyelashes, lips, cheekbones 
were painted on the finished heads. 

The doll was given speech by 
means of a little whistle, one of the 
most ingenious types, with springs, a 
box for air, valves, a little apparatus 
for words, which were inserted into 
the stomach. 

Following Miss Abbott’s paper, 
members were invited to contribute 
to the program.

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The Manufacture of Porcelain Calico 
Buttons 


By DorotHy L. MOREY 


HE term “calico” as applied to 

cotton cloth, originated when the 
method of printing the cloth was in- 
troduced into Europe from the sea- 
port town Calicut, in India. The 
calico button makes use of the dainty 
calico cloth patterns on the faces of 
small porcelain buttons. 

All porcelain buttons were long 
made only in France and then in 
Prague, Czechoslovakia, being im- 
ported into this country until the 
middle 1800’s. 

Porcelain used for buttons is of 
various grades — that used for the 
calico buttons of a texture and glaze 
not inferior to that used for the 
cheaper qualities of porcelain or 
crockery dishes. 

The materials consist of kaolin, 
pipe-clay, quartz or flint, and felds- 
par. The portions of kaolin and flint 
determine the hardness of the porce- 
lain, while the pipe-clay and feldspar 
bind the ingredients firmly together. 
These are all ground into a fine 
powder and mixed with water. The 
paste is then forced through several 
sieving processes until it reaches the 
right consistency to pour into the 
Plaster of Paris button molds. This 
is partially dried and then the sur- 
faces of the buttons are polished and 
subjected to a white heat in a baking 
oven for 36-hours. 

The buttons are then in a state 
known as biscuit ware—that is, not 
glazed. The calico figures are then 
printed on large sheets of paper 
which are in turn applied to the 
surface of the buttons in the molds 
before the ink is dry. The biscutt 
ware absorbs the enamel ink and 
the paper is removed by water. The 
calico designs in the colors must be 
fixed by washing with a fixing solu- 
tion and glazed by dipping in a 
solution of ground feldspar, ground 
flint, sal soda, boric acid, and cobalt 
blue mixed with water. 

The buttons must then be placed 
in the baking oven again where the 
glazing solution fuses and _ flows 
evenly over the button, making a 
coating of glassy smoothness. When 
there is inferiority in this last pro- 
cess of glazing it is largely respon- 
sible for the fading and wearing off 
of some of the colored patterns on 
the calico button. 


The Hobby Grows 

Mrs. Laura H. Bennett, New York 
reader, has set aside a room in her 
house which is known as her “But- 
ton Room.” She has in it more than 
24,000 mounted, which ineludes more 
than 5,000 old ones. 

In April 1940 Mrs. Bennett placed 
a guest book in her button room, and 
up to the present has had approxi- 
mately 500 callers, which bespeaks 
the enthusiasm of the button fra- 
ternity (or sorority) for the collec- 
tions of fellow hobbyists.

Her buttons were 
appropriately mounted in_ velvet 
lined boxes and shown in a jeweler’s 
showease. The collection won an 
award for its owner.

HE Fort Ticonderoga Museum is 

rich in Revolutionary War buttons. 
The buttons illustrated here are from 
the Museum’s collection, and all 
were found in the vicinity of Fort 
Ticonderoga. They are buttons of a 
British Regiment which, apparently, 


had no service at the Fort. The 
large “4” and the large “22” are 
those of officers. The small “23,” 


“27” and “66,” as well as the larger 
36” are private buttons. The large 
“4,” and large “22” may represent 
officers on detached service with Bur- 
goyne, while the others, we may sup- 
pose are from the uniform of private 
soldiers drafted from distant regi- 
ments and assigned for duty with 
corps in the Champlain district when 
such corps were in need of craftsmen 
qualified in one way or another. Prob- 
ably some were good cobblers, or 
harness makers, while others were 
skilful gunsmiths, or blacksmiths, and 
it is proable that some of the men 
were good jew’s-harpers who were ex- 
pected to cut a figure in dispelling 
the gloom of camp life in the Ameri- 
can wilderness. Jew’s-harps are fre- 
quently found in the British camps 
of the Revolution. 

Numerous specimens of 22nd regi- 
ment buttons were sifted from the 
dust heap of the British (Revolu- 
tionary) fort at Richmond, Staten 
Island, N. Y. Others at the 22nd 
were found at Fort George, and in 
the British camp at Seaman Ave., 
Manhattan. Among the 22nd buttons 
from the Richmond fort are several 
of the officer type. These buttons are 
quite properly of a gilt color as the 
22nd was, at that time a gilt regi- 
ment. How come it then that the 
22nd officers’ button found at Ticon- 
deroga is beautifully silver plated; 
could the 22nd have changed from 


silver in pre-Revolutionary 


variety while the Richmond speci- 
mens are of the embroidery type like 
one kind of 62nd officers’ button. At 
the Seaman Avenue camp site were 
found a few private buttons of the 
27th Regiment. The 27th did not get 
to Ticonderoga in thé Revolution — 
that is to say in Burgoyne’s time. 

The 27th Regiment was in Ameri- 
ca in 1758 and like the 60th it got to 
Ticonderoga at that early date, but 
their stay in the vicinity was brief 
for they shared in the defeat of the 
British and Provincial forces. The 
27th got back to Ticonderoga the fol- 
lowing year when the British suc- 
ceeded in capturing the works. We 
need hardly suspect that the 27th 
buttons found at the Fort could go 
back to 1759, but keeping in mind 
that in view of a possible decision to 
number the buttons, uniforms sent 
out to the troops in America as early 
as 1765 may have been equipped with 
buttons bearing the regimental num- 
bers.

SANDWICH 
Button Box: 

In order not to continue calling my 
milk glass buttons Sandwich if I 
were wrong, I have made a thorough 
investigation of the subject and find 
there were none made at the Sand- 
wich factory. 

My husband has a cousin whose 
grandfather actually made glass at 
the Sandwich Factory from special 
recipes of his own and went there at 
the age of eleven years, being in the 
employ of that concern from 1843 
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until 1870. His granddaughter has in 
her possession the record book which 
contains a list of all articles made, by 
whom, and the dates, and over that 
period there were no buttons listed. 

A man here over 80 years old who 
is an authority on Sandwich glass, 
and lectures on it, says he doesn’t 
believe they ever made buttons at 
the Sandwich factory. So I presume 
we will have to call those milky look- 
ing glass buttons Milk glass instead 
of Sandwich to be more accurate. 

I feel orchids should go to Polly 
Crummitt and Dorothy Foster Brown 
who have given such a wealth of in- 
formation about buttons to collectors, 
and I feel that others should come 
forward with their bits of informa- 
tion, too, so we can constantly increase 
our knowledge about the beautiful 
buttons of the past. That is why I 
have offered the above information.

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Button Groupings 
SHIPS 


By Dorothy Foster Brown 


N the current language of philately, those 

who collect stamps showing ships, 
bridges, maps, flowers, and similar classi- 
fications, are called “Topical Collectors,” 
and the stamps thus collected, by subject 
instead of by country, are called “Topicals.” 
I expect that more and more Topical Col- 
lectors will emerge from the ranks of the 
button hobbyists, as the hobby grows. Ship 
stamps are among the most popular sought 
by stamp collectors, so doubtless ship but- 
tons will become equally well-liked and de- 
sirable. They are not as plentiful as they 
might be, but that only adds to their at- 
traction. More and more of them are being 
discovered each day; for the term “ship,” 
of course, includes everything that is in- 
tended to float on water, and carry passen- 
gers or cargo. While the following ships 
are not as representative as I could wish, 
at least, they all fulfil that important re- 
quirement. 


No. 1 is a Sloop, in brass, and is from 
forty to fifty years old. 


No. 2 is called “Three Men in a Boat” 
(but not necessarily the “Three Men” of 
Jerome K. Jerome). It is of dark blue- 
finished metal, and was new, I think, about 
1885-1890. (The boat, obviously, is a Row- 
boat. ) 


No. 3. I call this all-brass button ‘The 
Albatross,” because it shows the Ship, the 
Lighthouse and the Albatross from “The 
Ancient Mariner,” by Samuel T. Coleridge 
(first published in 1798). The boat is a 
kind of Sloop. 


No. 4 also is a Sloop, decorated with 
flags. It is made of light metal. 
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No. 5 is an all-brass button, probably 
made in England, and dating from about 
1825-1835. It shows a three-masted, full- 
rigged ship. 


No. 6 is a Cutter, on a background rep- 
resenting a shell. It is one-piece, of bronze 
and green-finished metal. 


No. 7, commonly called ‘‘Yachting,” 
shows a Schooner, and is made of brass 
with a wide nickel rim. In these ship but- 
tons, it is interesting to note the different 
ways in which the water is handled; no 
two renditions of the waves, for instance, 
are exactly the same style. 


No. 8 is an odd little mid-Victorian but- 
ton, of solid brass, showing a lady with 
parasol propelling a rowboat. It is so small 
that the details are problematical! 


No. 9, entitled “Punting,” dates from 
about 1880-1890. This button and No. 11 
are examples of the overcrowded Picture 
button. They are interesting, as pictures, 
but they lack most of the virtues and qual- 
ities which combine to constitute art. And 
in the small sizes they are so condensed 
that half their pictorial value is lost. 


No. 10. I have heard this button called 
“The Crow’s Nest.” It is not rare, but it is 
curious and fascinating. I suspect that it 
may have derived from some historic pic- 
ture, seal or coat-of-arms, and that there is 
some old story or tradition behind it to ac- 
count for its oddity. On the other hand, it 
may have originated only in the imagina- 
tion of the artist who designed it — and 
what an imagination he must have had! 


No. 11 is a late Victorian button show- 
ing a “fancy” ship (made from a shell), 
and probably illustrating a child’s story 
of the period. 


No. 12 is described by Captain Emilio 
(in “Military Buttons”) as follows: ‘New 
Hampshire, Volunteer Militia, 1850-1895; 
2 piece; convex; gilt; 23.” Shipbuilding 
design like State seal. “New Hampshire” 
in curved line above, “Vol. Militia” below. 
Reverse: “Scovill Mfg. Co.” The ship 
shown in process of construction is a Packet.

This is the standard button tray (outside dimensions: 12” by 9” by 11%" deep) which 
will be used hereafter in all button shows. The tray is made for permanence, of 
walnut-finished wood, with purple velvet-covered canvas insert frame on which to 
fasten buttons for display. The insert frame is 4%” high and consists of canvas covered 
with beautiful, rich-looking purple velvet, all stretched tightly over a rectangular 
wooden frame and securely bound. The velvet-covered frame is removable from the 
tray so that buttons can be fastened to it in whatever way is necessary. The entire 
tray has an attachment on the back which permits hanging it on a wall for display 
in shows or in dens, hobby rooms, etc. The entire tray, as described above, sells for 
$1.00 plus postage.

This nesting permits storing many trays in a 
small space and protecting the buttons perfectly.

They hold twenty to thirty average- 
size buttons and are designed to be used for housing and exhibiting buttons which are real collectors’ 
items. The button shows will undoubtedly require that the entrants exhibit at least twenty or not 
more than thirty buttons of a particular classification. Naturally the trays are too expensive to be 
used for ordinary buttons. 


In instances where collectors want descriptions beneath their buttons exhibited in these trays, the 
velvet frame can be removed and a white cardboard back inserted instead. This will permit fastening 
buttons to it and pasting on typewritten descriptions. The descriptions will probably be desired only 
by collectors exhibiting buttons in two classifications: Historical and Story Buttons.

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Important Profile Portrait 
Acquired by Boston Museum 
One of the great profile portraits 

of the fifteenth century has recently 
been acquired by the Boston Museum 
of Fine Arts. This painting, a Pro- 
file Portrait of a Lady, is by Piero 
della Francesca (1416-1492), perhaps 
the greatest of the Umbrian painters 
of that period. 

It is believed that the painting was 
done between 1458 and 1463, and that 
the aristocratic but unknown lady 
represented was also the model for 
a head in “The Queen of Sheba at 
King Solomon’s Court,” one of the 
frescoes in the Choir of San Fran- 
cesco at Arezzo. The date of these 
frescoes has been placed between 
1452 and 1466. 

The Museum painting, a small pic- 
ture measuring about 1212”x10”, was 
acquired through a dealer from a 
family in Florence in whose posses- 
sion it had been for a great many 
years. Beyond the fact that it once 
belonged to a noble family in Umbria, 
nothing more of its history is known. 
An infra-red photograph and X-ray 
examination revealed that the pic- 
ture had been slightly repainted, but 
after it was acquired by the Museum 
it was thoroughly cleaned and found 
to be in a remarkable state of preser- 
vation.

Some “hobby horses” may furnish 
no more than the fun of the ride and 
that is a lot, but others bring in a 
prize, too, as mine did. 

From the earliest time I can re- 
member I have collected copies of 
great works of art, scenes of far 
countries, of beautiful landscapes, 
children, animals, and—just pictures. 
Some were in post card form, some 
from magazines, newspapers, calen- 
ders, Xmas cards. I was_ teased 
about them, of course, and one of the 
standing jokes in our family is an 
innocent bit of repartee I had with 
an older person when I was a child. 

She said, teasingly, “How many 
postals have you by now, a thou- 
sand?” thinking I had very few and 
certainly would not know how many.

The day has passed since I knew 
just how many I had, whether postals 
or other pictures, but I have books, 
envelopes, folders, boxes full, and 
ever so often I give some away to 
artists, teachers and hospitals. 

My mother studied art and could 
paint landscapes and even portraits, 
so I imbibed from my surroundings a 
love of art, but did not inherit her 
skill to draw. My love of art led me 
to take a one hour, one semester 
course in the history of art in col- 
lege, but that is all the formal train- 
ing I had in art. But my collection 
of reprints of great paintings, statues 
and cathedrals has made me so well 
acquainted with them that I was 
chosen to teach a class in the history 
and use of art in night school, with 
pay, and just last year my name was 
put on the list of a certain city 
group as a lecturer on art. 

Several years ago I was given the 
chance to do art reporting for a news 
weekly and the fun I had getting in 
to previews! And all this is avoca- 
tional work, for I am a reference 
librarian. 


I have been program chairman of 
one of my church groups since they 
discovered my interest in pictures, 
and that I could arrange programs 
about them. 

That, of course, brings me no pay, 
but the greater joy of serving and 
savoring life that so many seem to 
miss. I recognize “old friends,” to00, 
in museums, and in travel movies, 
and, if I do say so, with greater ease 
and thoroughness than many of the 
more “fortunate”’(?) travelers who 
have taken the pictures.—Miriam S.

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RUSSIA OF MORE THAN A HUNDRED 
YEARS AGO 


By a Future U. S. President 


My dear Sir, 
St. Petersburg, 
8 July, 1833 

I wrote to you on the 22 May last 
in answer to yours by Mr. Clay. On 
the 24 June I had the pleasure of 
receiving yours of the 26 April. On 
Saturday last through the Hamburg 
Reporter via London we had news 
from New York up till the Ist of 
June!! Poor Randolph is dead at 
last. All his faults will now be for- 
gotten, & his merits will be blazoned 
forth throughout the United States. 

The death of Washington Hopkins 
has made a strong impression upon 
me. How many of my friends & 
acquaintances shall I miss from the 
social circle after an absence of less 
than two short years! Poor Wager! 
I have fearful forebodings of his 
fate. God grant they may not be 
realized. Truly this is not our abid- 
ing place, 

I need scarcely say that I approve 
entirely of the manner in which you 
& the Doctor have managed my pri- 
vate concerns. 

It always affords me pleasure to 
hear of the health & prosperity of 
your son William. I trust he is 
destined to be an ornament to the 
Navy & a comfort to his family. 

I returned from Moscow on the 24 
ultimo after an absence of three 
weeks. It was truly an interesting 
excursion. Petersburg is a cosmo- 
polite city but at Moscow you see 
Russia. I shall not forestall myself 
by attempting to give you an account 
of my travels. I have taken notes; 
but faith I’ll—not print them. Whilst 
at Moscow, I made a pilgrimage to 
the Shrine of St. Sierge at the dis- 
tance of 40 miles. Going & return- 
ing I suppose we met ten thousand 
fellow pilgrims. They were chiefly 
of the fair sex & nearly all on foot. 

This shrine is at the Monastery 
of Troitza—a place famous in Rus- 
Sian history. It was a convent, a 
Palace & a fortification at the same 
time. There the family of the Czars 
have often found refuge. In passing 
Tound on the top of the walls with 
the archimandrite, (which are about 
1 mile & % in circumference) he 
said in a tone of triumph & national 
antipathy, that they never had been 


taken by the Poles. I have never 
seen a man who had so much Chris- 
tian benevolence in his countenance 
& his flowing beard set off his ap- 
pearance to advantage. On taking 
leave he presented me with a con- 
secrated picture of St. Sierge, & from 
him I submitted to the operation of 
being kissed first on the right cheek, 
then on the left, & finally plump on 
the mouth. It is the general cus- 
tom among the natives. I forgot to 
mention that the pious Catharine 
after seizing all the lands & the 
peasants of this monastery for the 
use of the crown made a pilgrimage 
on foot from Moscow to the shrine 
of St. Sierge. 

I do not yet know precisely when 
I shall be able to leave here but I 
trust & believe it will not be later 
than the 10th of August. In the 
mean time I hope you will not fail 
to write as Mr, Vail will send your 
letter to me wherever I may be. 

The conspiracy which has been 
formed by a number of Poles to as- 
sassinate the Emperor has created a 
little uneasiness in this Capital. 
Alarm has been excited not only on 
account of the veneration in which 
he is held by his subjects; but by 
the apprehension which is felt in re- 
gard to his successor in power. The 
heir apparent is yet a minor. He 
possesses an amiable disposition, but 
not much talent nor firmness of char- 
acter. The Grand Duke Michel who 
would be the regent is as much de- 
tested as his brother is respected. 

In case of a revolution here no 
foreigner would be safe. Such is 
the lamentable condition of men un- 
der a despotism that the prosperity 
of 40,000,000 of people depend upon 
the life of a single man. Three of 
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the conspirators have already been 
taken & every precaution is used. 
These Poles think they are playing 
the part of Scaevola. Their suffer- 
ings have driven them to desperation. 
It is said that many of the friends 
of the Emperor have urged him not 
to give the great fete of Peterkoff 
this year on account of the facilities 
it would afford to the conspirators. 
But he never shows the white feather. 
He says he will die when his time 
comes & if that is the day appointed 
he must submit to his fate. It will 
take place on the 1-13 of this month. 

In regard to the Senate I confess 
I do not entertain very flattering 
hopes. The State administration will 
probably have sufficient power to 
elect M’Kean. If so, be it so. Iam 
content. The question of Secession 
will be the touchstone of party for 
the next 20 years. It is in itself a 
harmless question, because when a 
State is ready to secede it will be 
ready to rebel. It will tend to des- 
troy sectional parties which are al- 
ways dangerous. It differs entirely 
from nullification; & is far from 
being so unreasonable. 

Please to give my love to your 
family & the two Mrs. Slaymakers, 
Remember me to all my friends I 
have not room to enumerate them & 
believe to be ever yr friend.

Unless otherwise noted, the records 
reviewed in this issue are of October, 
1940 release. 

The Heart of the Symphony. Vic- 
tor Symphony Orchestra, conducted 
by Charles O’Connell. Victor Album 
G-15. $3.50. 

Here, in handsome format and at 
economical cost is what might have 
been just another noble experiment 
which didn’t come off, but which hap- 
pily turns out to be almost a “must” 
for all save the purists and the po- 
seurs. 

Eight symphonic movements, each 
beloved of groundling and eagle alike 
have skilfully been condensed and the 
condensations are not perversions — 


they are sensible contractions with 
nothing added and, generally speak- 


ing, only the development sections 
deleted. Religious regard for the 
preservation of the original scoring 
is observed and the entire project 
has been handled in such adult fash- 
ion that one wonders how the buy- 
ing public ever tolerated the obnox- 
ious “shilkretizations” of yesteryear. 

This set makes a fine gift to music 
lovers of every age and degree of 
qualification as pretenders to musical 





scholarship. It includes: Tschaikow-

slow movement of his 5th, the first 
movements of Schubert’s “Unfinish- 
ed” and Beethoven’s Fifth, the sec- 
ond movements of Dvorak’s “New 
World” and Franck’s Symphony, the 
Fourth movement of Brahms’ First 
and the “Festival at Bagdad” from 
Rimsky-Korsakow’s “Scheherzade.” 

For the uninitiated these excerpts 
are a most suitable introduction to 
great music in symphonic form. To 
those who have the complete sym- 
phonies at their command, the ab- 
breviations of favorite movements 
will serve as time-savers when they 
are in a hurry or otherwise incon- 
veniently situated for the hearing of 
an entire work. 

The performances are more than 
satisfactory; the balance and fidelity 
of the recording ranks with the best 
we’ve heard and the orchestra, inci- 
dentally, is a full-sized affair, not a 
“blown-Up” salon group. 

We recommend that the Victor 
people experiment further along these 
lines, for many a symphony hound 
has never bothered with the concerto, 
sonata or quartet, simply because he’s 
never had a reasonably inexpensive 
opportunity to partake of well-chosen 
samples.

STRAVINSKY: Le Sacre du Prin- 
temps. Philharmonic-Symphony Or- 
chestra of New York, conducted by 
the Composer. Columbia Set M-417. 
$4.50. 

The composer of this ballet-music 
has stated that the ballet was tail- 
ored to fit the music and not, as so 
many still suppose, vice versa. It is 
well, for, were the music tailored, it 
were not worthy to be called music 
at all. But it is music. Good, vital 
music. 

Some of those who have failed 
(refused!) to comprehend Stravin- 
sky’s master-work hold that it is out 
of its element when divorced from 
the accompanying stage action. Is 
the same not also true of the Grand 
March from “Aida,” “The Ride of 
the Valkyries” and the “Don Giovan- 
ni” Minuet? 

The present release supersedes the 
composer’s previous attempt and may 





be regarded as definitive until fur- 
ther considerable advances in sound 
transcription cause him to take an- 
other trip to the studios. But, judg. 
ing from what’s to be had from these 
records, we venture to assume they'll 
fulfill everyone’s requirements for 
quite a few years.

MENDELSSOHN: Symphony #3 
in A Minor (“Scotch”). Jose Iturbi 
and Rochester Philharmonic Orch, 
Victor Album M-699. $4.50. 

The restoration to popular favor 
of Mendelssohn’s ingratiating music 
is something for us to think about 
and to act upon. Both courses have 
been followed with agreeable results 
by the enterprizing Jose Iturbi, who 
here makes his first phonographic ap- 
pearance as a conductor, leading an 
orchestra which, to judge from its 
present effort, will make a name for 
itself among purchasers of this set. 

Previous recordings of this work 
weren’t up to par, but this one is 
quite satisfactory. Its faults include 
a lack of precision at odd instants, a 
certain heavy-handedness on Mr. It- 
urbi’s part in the 3rd and 4th move- 
ments and a tendency on the part of 
the technical chaps to “ride the peaks 
wide-open.” The latter complaint will 
be adjusted by the indvidual to his 
own taste, by proper manipulation 
of the tone control. 

The incisiveness of attack required 
in this work may be found in some 
future performance by, for instance, 
Arturo Toscanini. But even the old 
maestro himself will never get better 
sound out of an _ orchestra. The 
gentlemen from Rochester are all 
there!

SIBELIUS: Swan of Tuonela 
Stock-Chicago Symphony Orchestra 
Columbia #11388-D. $1.00. 

The darkling loveliness of this 
highly regarded tone-poem is superb- 
ly realized in a much needed full- 
range transcription. Dr. Stock’s read- 
ing is just right in every detail and 
the recording a model of balance and 
clarity. We rather wish the same 
conductor and orchestra might be 
represented by a new “Valse Triste.” 
Their very-early-electric recording of 
it was most pleasing.

RICHARD STRAUSS: Heimkehr 
(Homeward) AND Cacilie (Cecilia). 
Sung by Suzanne Sten, Mezzo-So- 
prano. Columbia #17213-D. 7 5c. 

Mme. Sten is happiest with the su- 
stained line called for in “Heimkehr,” 
its more famous and, truth to tell, 
less attractive companion, Lied being 
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rather rebellious to her custody. 

The voice is well produced and used 
with expertly modulated control of 
dynamics and phrase-shading in the 
nostalgic “Heimkehr,” but ‘“Cacilie” 
suffers through occasional imperfectly 
focused attack.

ARNE-ROW (arr. Endicott) Air 
from “Comus”-O Preach Not Me 
Your Musty Rules (b) MALOTTE: 
A Little Song of Life AND Sing a 
Song of Sixpence. Sung by John 
Charles Thomas. Victor #2054. 75e. 

This is a typical Thomas encore 
session at about half the price of a 
decent baleony seat at one of his 
recitals. The disc makes an ideal, in- 
expensive Christmas gift for children 
and for grown-ups who have known 
what it is to be young. 

Dr. Arne’s ditty is a fine example 
of 18th Century English vocal music. 
The songs of Albert Hay Malotte are 
among the most popularly appreci- 
ated compositions for voice being 
written in America just now. His 
“Little Song of Life’ won’t bother 
you much one way or another but 
if Mr. Thomas’ zany treatment of 
the familiar old Mother Goose nur-

Major for Bassoon and Orchestra. 
(K. 191.) Fernand Oubradous, with 
orchestra conducted by Eugene Bigot. 
Victor Album M-704. $2.50. 

In this altogether pleasant work, 
written during Mozart’s eighteenth 
year, the soloist’s skilful perform- 
ance upon his rather difficult instru- 
ment has been engraved perfectly 
and well matched with an unnamed 
orchestra whose conductor and per- 
sonnel are wholly in sympathy with 
the music, its composer and its prin- 
cipal voice. 

We ardently hope that sufficient 
practical interest will be shown in 
this album to warrant the early 
American release of the Horn Con- 
certo (featuring Aubrey Brain) 
which recently was issued in Eng- 
land.

RICHARD STRAUSS: Lied an 
Meinen Sohn AND Des _ Dichters 


Abendgang. Sung by Marjorie Law- 
rence, Soprano, with Felix Wolfes at 
the piano. Victor #17320. $1.00. 

Strauss’ declamatory writing is 
not confined within the pages of 
“Elektra” and “Salome.” It obtains 
in certain of his songs, whether it 
belongs or not. 

We don’t particularly like these 
songs. Miss Lawrence apparently 
does and there’s nothing to criticize 
in her singing of them. But we do 
wish she’d select somewhat more re- 
warding material for her next re- 
cordings.

ALESSANDRO SCARLATTI: 
Sonata a Quattro. Stuyvesant String 
Quartet. Columbia #17214-D. 75e. 

This is the first of a new series, 
undertaken in collaboration with Mu- 
sic Press, Ine., and intended to bring 
before musicians, students and music 
lovers in general — certain worthy 
but almost unknown works by com- 
posers of every period of musical en- 
deavor from the earliest times to the 
present. 

The quartet (possibly the earliest 
example of the form now extant) is 
the first of Scarlatti’s chamber works 
to be recorded thus far. It is short, 
elementary and interesting. It will, 
doubtless, find its widest appeal 
among those whose interests lie in 
esoterica, a fate which, to be sure, it 
does not deserve.

RAVEL: Bolero. Leopold Stokow- 
ski and the All-American Youth Or- 
chestra. Columbia Set X-174. $2.00. 

The most overwhelmingly popular 
orchestral tour-de-force in musical 
history depends for its effect upon an 
absolutely uninterrupted perform- 
ance. Any “break” whatsoever is 
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fatal to the consummation of its im- 
pact, and, therefore, a satisfactory 
recording is impossible of achieve- 
ment, excepting upon a single disc 
surface of approximately seventeen 
minutes’ playing duration. 

Stokowski uses four sides and still 
falls a good five minutes short of 
the composer’s prescribed length, 
thus becoming the most serious of- 
fender in this respect. 

The quality of performance and 
recording are appallingly sub-par. 
The conductor’s accelerated pace and 
erratic phrasing amount almost to 
a travesty, the tonal blend is out of 
balance and the power of the climax 
is distorted to mere noise. Indeed, it 
is our reluctant duty to report that 
no orchestral release in years has 
come to us with so little to recom- 
mend it and we must regretfully 
recommend that the set be with- 
drawn immediately. It is unworthy 
to bear the time-honored Columbia 
label.

Egad, what a coupling this is!!! 
And what a singer this Woman! 
Such an exhilarating voice in the full 
bloom of its power and expressive- 
ness must bear its possessor onward 
to great heights of renown. 

The “Alceste” aria is one of the 
really “tough” items in the classic 
repertoire. She rides it down thrill- 
ingly, magnificently. Elizabeth’s 
greeting is sublimely sung, too, and 
the climax is not only overwhelming 
but convincing. 

What with all this juggling of su- 
perlatives, you may have come to the 
conclusion that we’re favorably im- 
pressed. We shall go further and 
state that Helen Traubel’s is a sen- 
sationally happy recording debut, 
that we anticipate an impatient de- 
mand for further releases by her; 
that we expect to hear of sold-out 
houses at all her performances for

Foster Why: Aufenthalt (Schu- 
bert) AND Le Cor (Flegier). Piano 
ace. by Greta Why.

It is doubtful that this record can 
properly be called a collectors item, 
since the singer’s contribution to the 
Golden Age and ours is scarcely, if 
at all, recognized. The voice is rather 
pleasant but it lacks meatiness for 
all its wide range. Mr. Why stresses 
tone production rather than interpre- 
tation of the music and the results 
are monotonous. This is a modern 
electrical recording. 

The Historic Record Society re- 
enters the activity of supplying re- 
pressings with the announcement of 
two records featuring three eminent 
tenors of the past.

The _ book 
has recently been re-issued in a dol- 
lar edition. 

Douglas P. Ball, Miami, Florida— 
has unearthed another big load of 
Edison dises and, along with them, 
some esoterica on records and their 
history which makes ‘mighty interest- 
ing reading for the really serious 
seeker of phonographic information.

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THE SONGS OF THE 20th CENTURY 


By WM. McDEvItTT, LL.M. (Georgetown) 


a THIS department of Musica 
Americana (collecting popular 
American songs), I have purposely 
refrained, so far from dealing with 
the songs that are recent, that is 
those of the forty years of our new 
century, the twentieth. 

One of the most popular sessions in 
the closing days of the World’s Fair 
at San Francisco, September 24, was 
a song festival under the auspices of 
the famed ASCAP, the American So- 
ciety of Composers and Publishers. 
As most of the more famous or 
popular composers of American songs 
of our time were present,—oh well, 
let me put it in the words of my 
friend, the San Francisco Chronicle’s 
clever columnist, Herb Caen:”— 

“The nation’s most brilliant song 
writers, performing together for the 
first and probably last time in his- 
tory, staged a cavalcade of their hits 
— three hours of America’s music. 
It was sensational. Showmen called 
it the finest spectacle in the history 
of American show business. It had 
everything — the nostalgia of the 
‘Gay ’90s’, the throb of Tin-Pan 
Alley, the modern tempo of Holly- 
wood’s sound stages — but, even 
more, it had mass appeal. It was the 
music of the people and spontaneous- 
ly the 15,000 raised their voices again 
and again to sing along with the 
composers that have given the peo- 
ple the music understood of the 
masses.” 


Songs with Perennial Appeal 


This event proves once again that 
collecting American songs is really 
a very popular part of the appeal 
that Americana makes to the world 
of collectors, collect they, as they 
will, stamps, furniture, glass, dolls, 
books — or music! The importance 
of the affair to this department is 
that it indicated rather clearly what 
items are among the best speculations 
or choices. Let me list some of 
them: Over The Rainbow, sung by 
Judy Garland. (This is a song that 
is simple, sincere, musical, emotional, 
these four qualities being the founda- 
tion for enduring popularity. Fos- 
ter’s best songs are immortal because 
of these qualities). Joseph Howard 
gave us a colorful rendition of his 
simple and sincere and pathos-hold- 
ing, “I Wonder Whose Kissing Her 
Now?” (Ill have to admit that I 
“fall” for this one, even though I 
know it is not in the same class as 
such a masterpiece as, for example, 
Arthur Sullivan’s Lost Chord). 

All The Things That You Are—Its 
composer, Jerome Kern, at the piano, 
was sung by Tony Martin. This was 
followed by Albert Hay Malotte’s, 


The Lord’s Prayer, as sung by that 
popular baritone, John Charles 
Thomas. These two items, however, 
do not stand anywhere near the top 
of my list of favorites. Then came 
George M. Cohan, with his long line 
of popular song hits, some of which 
may turn out to be immortal, al- 
though I do not rave over his “war” 
songs. Now comes the really big hit 
of the festival, Irving Berlin’s lead- 
ing this volunteer choir of 15,000 
(singers and nonsingers) in his latest 
hit, God Bless America. This new na- 
tional anthem is simple, sincere, emo- 
tional; as to its musical value, while 
it does not rate with the immortal 
Dixie nor with Maryland, My Mary- 
land, nor with the Austrian Hymn, 
nor the old Russian national anthem, 
nor with that wonderful marching 
anthem, The Men of Harlech, still 
it’s good enough to be popular with 
the masses, just as many hymns re- 
main popular by association, even 
when not superb musically. 


End of a Perfect Day 
Old Man River, Jerome Kern’s high 
spot, is certainly one of the great 
songs of this generation, and Carrie 
Jacobs Bond’s masterpiece, The End 
of A Perfect Day, with a sale of 
some 5,000,000 copies, as I have 
heard, is an item that the collector 
cannot well ignore. Hoagy Carmich- 
ael’s perennial favorite, Stardust, is 
being played this very moment on my 
radio for the millionth time, and is 
followed by that new claimant for 
immortality, At The Balalaika, which 
song seems blessed with some of the 

elements of life long popularity. 


There are at least twenty other 
songs of our recent decades that are 
as likely to be “immortal” as those 
that I have listed here or in previous 
articles in HOBBIES on _ song-collect- 
ing; but instead of aiming to list all 
these, let me tell you why I feel sure 
that most of our popular songs of 
today are doomed to an untimely 
death. First of all, the words of too 
many of them are unpardonably trite, 
cheap, pretentious. You can put it 
down as almost absolute that pretent- 
ious words will kill quickly or slowly 
any song, even if the music of the 
song is really fine. Go over the 
death-list of the thousands of Amer- 
ican songs that were born and buried 
in this century, and you'll find that 
they died of “verbal suffocation” — 
words too pretentious for their pur- 
pose, or too banal (cheap), or too 
artificial. 

Songs with such mortal lines as 
“T’ll hand you the moon on a platter, 
really it doesn’t matter” (might have 
even been “splatter)” die early and 
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young and “unshrived” or unfor- 
given, regardless of how endurable 
the musical accompaniment may be. 
Unclever as the great public may be, 
it cannot help detecting the gross 
artificial trivality of such stuff as 
is suggested by the sort of poetry 
that prates that “The ardor of your 
affection has changed the color of 
my complexion By some sort of mis- 
direction,” etc. 

Note, for another instance, how 
much infantile repetition there is in 
the words of so many of our new 
populars. Now this repeating helps 
the moronic mind at first, but its 
“quality,” if it relies on repeating, 
soon wears thin and threadbare. This 
reiteration belongs only to the primi- 
tive, like the beating of a drum, 
which some folks imagine is music, 
when at best it is only rhythm and 
rhythm is far from being music (or 
poetry, either). I listened to a new 
hit last night, and in one verse it 
bore the “melancholy burden” (as 
Poe’s Raven says) of repeating about 
five times some such puerile phrase 
as “You made me do it.” 

In a recent very fine catalog of 
rare literary items, I find listed the 
MS of the words of Rocked in The 
Cradle of The Deep, which MS is of- 
fered for sale at $650.00. This is the 
most recent illustration of the fact 
that highspots in Musica Americana 
are good for real money, because, as 
I suppose, the wealthy collector has 
at last awakened to the lure of old 
songs, the nostalgia of Wordsworth’s 
Highland reaper that sang “among 
the corn.” “Corn” here is not Indian 
corn, but rather “grain.” Now this 
item, Rocked in The Cradle, is styled 
by Scribners as the “most celebrated 
or popular American Hymn.” But is 
it? The words, by Emma Willard, an 
American schoolteacher, go back to 
1831, but the music was written by 
that unfortunate Englishman, J. P. 
Knight, whose residence in the U.S.A. 
was ended in an untimely and tragic 
fashion owing to scandal. 

I believe I can think (can’t YOU) 
of several American hymns (I mean 
partially American like that Willard- 
Knight opus) that are more popular 
than Rocked in The Cradle. How 
about Rock of Ages or Nearer, My 
Go, to Thee, or, to choose a Negro 
spiritual, Swing Low Sweet Chariot 
—or, suppose you name your selec- 
tion!

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Cartoon Bights of Fancy

ITH so much national attention 

centered on aviation, the print, 
as well as the cartoon collector, will 
no doubt find inspiration and incen- 
tive for browsing through dealers’ 
stocks in search of interesting his- 
torical memorabilia dealing with avia- 
tion. Specialists in railroadiana 
prints, for instance, would hardly 
turn down original cartoons dealing 
with historical phases of the rail- 
road. In fact, it would be hard to 
imagine any collector of transporta- 
tion prints, in any form, turning his 
back on early original aeronautical 
cartoons. 


Away back yonder in the mellow 
ages when had anyone predicted that 
some day giant airplanes would rain 
tons of bombs upon great European 
cities he would have been instantly 
clapped into a padded cell, there lived

an imaginary young chap who was 
moulded from the same clay that pro- 
duced Orville and Wilbur Wright. 

This youthful genius, like all young 
heroes of the age of innocence, was 
a farmer’s son and like most farmers’ 
sons lived on a farm. For he had 
seen but 14 years and was not quite 
old enough to have been vamped by 
the white lights of the big cities. 


He must have been a daring little 
feller right from the beginning — 
probably defied the stork in lusty 
bawls or tried to throw the local 
Ferdinand — for Farmer Green and 
his good wife promptly named the 
youngster “Darius.” 

Our farmer lad, during odd mo- 
ments between milking the cows at 
daybreak and bedding the farm stock 
at sundown, watched little birdies 
soar about in the air. He tried to

emulate them, jumping and flapping 
his arms like wings, but could cover 
only a few feet at a hop. So, getting 
sore because he couldn’t soar, he de- 
cided to build himself a contraption 
that would enable him to . explore 
the fleecy clouds lazing overhead. 


And he did. At least he built him- 
self a contraption. In secrecy he con- 
structed a flying machine that would 
have turned the Wright brothers 
green with envy — or somethin’ (!) 
could they have seen it. He kept it 
hid until the Fourth of July rolled 
around and then, believing the folks 
had gone to town to participate in 
the Independence Day festivities, he 
hauled out the machine and dragged 
it to the top of the barn. Attaching 
the mechanical wings to his arms, 
he stepped to the edge of the roof 
and 
“Away he goes! Jimminy! What a 

jump! 

“Flop—flop—an’ plump 

“To the ground with a thump! 
“Flutt’rin’ an’ flound’rin’ all ’n 4 

lump!” 

The amazing flying exploit of 
Darius Green has been preserved for 
us in the immortal poem by John T. 
Trowbridge. And who can tell but 
that the frustrated attempt of Darius 
Green and His Flying-Machine to 
fly like the birdies fly might have 
ignited the spark that led Wilbur 
and Orville Wright to startle the 
world with their “flying crate” at 
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Kittyhawk, N. C., in 1903. The first 
heavier-than-air machine propelled 
by an engine to leave the ground and 
fly — a feat deemed so impossible at 
that time that many newspaper edi- 
tors receiving accounts of the suc- 
cessful flight winked an eye knowing- 
ly at the paste pot and tossed the 
yarn into the waste-basket. With a 
muttered “there ain’t no sech ani- 
mile!” 

Flying history has of course been 
made since the Wright brothers 
blazed the trail and today the hum 
of an airplane motor is as familiar 
as the backfire of an automobile. 
But back in the latter part of the 
nineteenth century, before the Wright 
brothers had even been heard of, 
there were other genuises who pro- 
duced heavier-than-air flying ma- 
chines galore, and unlike the unfor- 
tunate Darius Green they were suc- 
cessful in flying them. Some even 
succeeded in reaching other planets 
with their “contraptions.” But, alas, 
it was all done in ink on paper, by 
the cartoonists of that period. 

It is remarkable how accurately 
the cartoonists of the pre-flying age 
visioned the modern airplane. There 
are cartoons that appeared in Puck, 
Judge and other periodicals of the 
’90’s containing drawings of heavier- 
than-air flying machines that bear a 
close similarity to the huge bombers 
and airliners of today. But had the 
cartoonists who drew them been told 
that some day such machines would 
actually fly across oceans and contin- 
ents they probably would have placed 
their tongues in their cheeks and de- 
livered themselves of a noise that 
passed for the 1890 version of the 
1940 Bronx cheer. 

Of course, balloons were known 
then, the first successful balloon as- 
cension with a human passenger 
having been made on December 1, 
1783, and cartoons depicting balloons 
were quite common. Some of the 
more imaginative cartoonists, how- 
ever, diverted from the accepted 
round ball type of balloons and pro- 
duced something very akin to the 
cigar-shaped dirigibles of today. 

Many of the original drawings of 
these old cartoons have been gathered 
together into what is the largest 
aeronautical cartoon collection in ex- 
istence today. There are more than 
two hundred cartoons, many of them 
too bizarre and fantastic to bear dis- 
cription, in this collection, which is 
now owned by Harry Stone, well 
known art and rare book dealer of 
New York, whose collections of prim- 
itive American art, historical manu- 
Scripts, first editions, cartoons and 
other collector’s items are nationally 
famous. Mr. Stone has permitted 
some of the most interesting of 
these old cartoons to be reproducea 
to illustrate this article and they 
show, better than any written words, 
Into what fields of fancy the cartoon- 
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ists’ minds soared back in the days 
when soaring was confined exclusive- 
ly to the birds that Darius Green 
used to watch on his father’s farm, 
and which some of the cartoonists 
probably also watched to get the 
ideas for their imaginary flying ma- 
chines. 

One of the most imaginative of the 
cartoonists of several decades ago 
was E. N. Clark, who not only vis- 
ioned giant airplanes closely  re- 
sembling our planes of today, but 
foresaw a time when folks from old

Mother Earth would be flitting about 
from one planet to another. One of 
his marvelous productions shows a 
family being evicted from their home 
on the moon and told to move on to 
another astral body. Clark also con- 
ceived the idea of a two-seated Zep- 
pelin with two propellers on each 
side and he indulged in a real fan- 
tastic brainstorm when he cartooned 
a “Reception of the Orbits,” with a 
path-finder plane pushing planets out 
of the way to give the plane proces- 
sion the right of way. Most of 
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This cartoon by J. S. Pughe bore this newspaper caption: 


“Opening of the

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Clark’s cartoons seemed to deal with 
distant planets and life thereon. 

L. M. Glackens thought of some- 
thing in this line in one of his fine 
cartoons in Puck when he pictured a 
Martian flyer and an aviator from 
Earth meeting in the stratosphere 
half-way between Mars and _ our 
planet. Glackens likewise drew many 
cartoons pertaining to the conquest 
of the air. One of his cartoons en- 
titled “Why Girls Leave Home” 
shows a pair of young lovers far up 
in the sky in a plane at night, with 
the girl’s portly mamma on a roof- 
top directing the beams of a search- 
light upon them. “I think it’s awfully 
mean of Mamma to keep that search- 
light on us wherever we fly,” the 
Maid-In-The-Air is saying to her 
steady. Glackens also conceived the 
aerial bicycle race and the “airship 
neck,” showing people with long necks 
all looking skywards. 

One of the most laughable of the 
Glackens’ cartoons in Puck, however, 
was one showing a huge airliner 
(very similar to some of the giant 
clippers of 1940) with a passenger 
asking the aerial captain: 

“Why are we moving so slowly?” 

“There is a derelict around here 
somewhere,” the captain replies. “Ac- 
cording to the government experts, 
that fellow who fell out of his car 
during the races beyond Saturn a 
hundred and fifty years ago last 
month is somewhere in this vicinity 
and I want to avoid collision by all 
means.” This cartoon is captioned: 
“A Derelict To Be.”

the age of dirigibles, pictures as 
perfect a Zeppelin as one would want 
to see. It is a political cartoon label- 
led “Progressive Policies,” which 
shows a reactionary G.O.P. and re- 
actionary Miss Democracy gazing up 
at the airship, saying: “Well, the 
young folks may go if they want to 
but they’ll never get you and me in 
that breakneck thing.” 

Frank A. Nankivell must have 
been out on a bibulous party the night 
before he drew a cartoon for a Puck 
cover which appeared June 28, 1909, 
showing a plane with amazed pas- 
sengers passing a huge “air serpent” 
in the clouds. Its title was: “Which 
of the Aerial Navigators Will Report 
Him First?” 

In the more than two hundred car- 
toons in Mr. Stone’s collection there 
are many more humorous and serious 
incidents linked with the early days 
of flying and that era before heavier- 
than-air flying was even dreamed of 
as a possibility. Such noted cartoon- 
ists as Frederick Burr Opper, Albert 
Levering, Leighton Budd, Bernhard 
Gillam, John T. McCutcheon, B. 
Baker, Syd B. Griffin, Chip Bellew, 
Vet Anderson, J. S. Pughe, Otho 
Cushing, Gordon Ross, Edwin B. 
Bayha, Beck, Wilder, Dalrymple and 
others contributed to this phase of 
American art. 

All kinds of situations were dep- 
icted. The air pirate is shown. Bird’s- 
eye view of the world. Santa Claus 
in a plane, of course. A stork carry- 
ing a baby trying to overtake an air- 
liner. An Izaak Walton sitting in a 
glider fishing, “halfway between air 
and water.” Streamline planes with 
searchlights. Even a modern war- 
plane. A plane wrecked in a wheat 
field with the pun title, “A Flyer in 
Wheat.” 

A cartoon captioned “A Welcome 
Change,” showing a cow lying on its 
back watching the planes in the sky 
and saying: “This is a lot more 
comfortable than watching the trains 
go by.” Another called “A Tour for 
St. Valentine’s Day,” showing lovers 
in a plane “Above the Seventh Heav- 
en.” Alice in Wonderland, showing 
a fruit crate with large propellers 
and a battleship with wings. The tin-

The “parachutists” idea is not new 
nor did it originate with Herr Hitler, 
as several cartoons show what can be 
done to make parachute jumping 
really funny. Houses with great 
cushions on the roofs to catch fall- 
ing planes. “Looking Further Into 
the Future,’ showing Rudyard Kip- 
ling in a plane with large wings like 
those of a butterfly. The balloon 
trapeze artist. An airplane crashing 
the top of a lighthouse and another 
crashing a church steeple. Father 
Time in a plane, “Tempus Fugit.” 


These and many, many more clever 
ideas appear in the aeronautical car- 


toon collection which is a very valu- 
able addition to odd Americana. And 
in addition to the collection of air- 
craft cartoons, Mr. Stone also has a 
fine collection of valuable old broad- 
sides relating to the first flights of 
balloons in Europe back in the lat- 


ter part of the eighteenth century. 


All in all, these collections are 
worth going far to see and have a 
place in the museum of American 
history as surely as does the Spirit 
of St. Louis flown across the Atlantic 
by Colonel Lindbergh, or the first bi- 
plane flown by the Wright brothers 
at Kittyhawk at the turn of the 
present century.

might be something more than co- 
incidence in her choice of miniatures 
for her collecting hobby. There might 
be a good deal of poetic justice, for, 
as great pianists go, Miss Ballon is 
herself a miniature Less than five 
feet tall, she has the smallest hands 
of any professional pianist; even 
when they are spread out to come to 
grips with octave passages on the 
piano keyboard, they measure only 
eight inches from thumb to little 
finger. 

Over a period of years, Miss Bal- 
lon has collected a complete set of 
miniature sterling silver tableware, 
each piece representative of the very 
best design of its particular period, 
as copied by skilled silversmiths for 
the pianist’s collection of miniature 
silver. 

Nucleus of the table set are the 
four service plates, tiny replicas of 
the famous Chippendale “pie crust” 
design, from the days of George II. 
The accompanying flatware, which is 
reproduced to scale, is modeled after 
18th century Old English pistol-hand- 
led knives, forks and spoons. A 
replica of a large Irish punch bowl 
from the period of George III serves 
as centerpiece. 
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Miss Ballon’s silver tea set, comi- 
plete with its tray, is a model of a 
set used in the period of George II. 
She has two little cruet sets, each 
consisting of an octagonal salt dish 
and pepper caster of George I de- 
sign. The covered entree dish is 
copied from a George III original, 
and the high sugar caster dates from 
the period of George I. Tiny cups 
and saucers, scaled in proportion with 
the rest of the dinner set, are also 
of authentic Old English design. 

Lately, Miss Ballon has_ started 
collecting other silver items besides 
tableware. Newest items in her col- 
lection are silver andirons, repre- 
sentative of those that adorned the 
royal palace in 18th century England, 
and a silver swing-handled _fire- 
basket, whose original dates from 
1790, during the reign of George III. 
Her handsome silver candlesticks are 
examples of the craftsmanship under 
George I. 

Her hobby, Miss Ballon tells us, 
was a life saver when she was forced, 
not long ago, to spend a long period 
in a London hospital. She had broken 
her leg descending from a taxi on 
her way to appear in an International 
Celebrities Concert. Doctors feared 
she might never recover suffiiciently 
to resume her pianistic career. At 
a time when doubt and uncertainty 
as well as physical discomfort, might 
have caused the utmost despair in a 
less courageous person, Miss Ballon 
spent her time practicing on a dum- 
my keyboard and corresponding with 
other miniature “hobbyists.” 

Miss Ballon’s most recent acquisi- 
tion combines her hobby with her 
career. It is a compact, shaped to 
represent a grand piano, with the 
pianist’s initials studded on the top 
in diamonds. To open it, she strikes 
a chord on the tiny keyboard in the 
front.

to make or sell gasolene automobiles, 
and any person making, selling, or 
using such machines made or sold 
by any unlicensed manufacturer, will 
be liable to prosecution for infringe- 
ment. 

“A suit was commenced on October 
22nd, against a dealer, and against a 
manufacturer infringing United 
States Letters Patent No. 549,160. 

“A suit was commenced November 
5th, against a purchaser and user of 
an automobile infringing the same 
patent.”

AUTOMOBILE HISTORY 
The following historical items were 
compiled by Harry A. Weisbord, Phil- 
adelphia, from early automobile liter- 
ature: 
FARM HORSE EMANCIPATOR 

The automobile, so long considered 
the horse’s enemy, is really his em- 
ancipator. Noble Dobbin is now about 
to be relieved from a life of toil, to 
suffer no more as a slave for a re- 
luctant measure of oats. He shall be 
free to wander at will o’er pastures 
green, seeking the most delicately 
flavored bunches of grass in his own 
equine way, and anon complacently 
rubbing against some _ convenient 
post or shady tree—while an automo- 
bile does his work. 

At least this is true of the horses 
on the Raser farm, at Ashtabula, 
Ohio, where H. T. and George Raser 
not only ploughed a field by the aid 
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bition” 


of a powerful automobile but at the 
same time stopped the progress of 
what might have been a disastrous 
fire. George steered the plow and 
Harry steered the automobile, while 
the horses neighed in a neighboring 
field. 

A big two-horse plow was fitted 
with a singletree, which was attached 
by ropes to the rear axle of the auto- 
mobile. “The tendency of the plow, 
drawn at such speed was to skim 
the ground in places, instead of pre- 
serving a good depth and evenness of 
furrow. It hustled George to keep up 
with the plow,” we are informed. Let 
another speed change be fitted to all 
automobiles forthwith — the plowing 
gear — very slow. 

The Rasers next mowed an acre of 
grass, completing the work in a third 
of the time required by two horses. 
George then said, “We auto-mow 
the lawn now,” but Harry replied, 
“No, I hear a horse laugh. Let’s quit.”

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Timely Exhibition 

A special exhibition of presidential 
campaigns of the 19th century was 
opened recently to the public at the 
New York Historical, 170 Central 
Park West, New York, N. Y. 

Of timely interest is a broadside 
containing the address of George 
Washington to the citizens of the 
United States on declining re-election 
to office in 1796 in which he suggests 
that the nation avoid entangling al- 
liances with foreign nations. The 
earliest item of campaign interest is 
a notice to Republicans of New York 
to vote against the nomination of 
James Madison. It is dated 1808 and 
recommends the nomination of George 
Clinton for President. 


A large part of the exhibition is 
given to William H. Harrison in 1840. 
His was the first of the big cam- 
paigns with the use of ribbons, 
badges and souvenirs, and “Tippe- 
canoe and Tyler Too” became the 
favorite slogan, with “Harrison and 
Reform” a close second. The exhibi- 
tion includes two cast iron log cabin 
match boxes, many silk ribbons with 
Harrison’s portrait printed on them, 
campaign songbooks, sheet music and 
a poster issued by the Tippecanoe 
Club of Cambridge, Mass., announc- 
ing to the public that “the time has 
arrived when every patriot and true 
friend of his country should devote 
his whole time to her service,” that 
the issue at stake was “Harrison and 
Prosperity or Van Buren and Ruin!” 
Another poster has as an illustration, 
the bar in the log cabin headquarters 
of the 14th Ward Tippecanoe Club 
on Broadway, New York. 

Considerable material on Lincoln 
is shown, including the largest item 
in the exhibition — an eight-foot 
poster of his second campaign an- 
nouncing the Republican ticket in 
New York for 1864 and headed “The 
Union, It must and shall be pre- 
served.” Tintypes began to make 
their appearance about this time and 
were used on campaign buttons, one 
of which is shown with the portrait 
of Lincoln in the center. Several

Lincoln caricatures are also exhibited. 

Cleveland is represented by many 
items including two handkerchiefs 
bearing his name and picture, a large 
plate with the legend, “Huzzah for 
Cleveland,” and a broadside of the 
1888 campaign when he ran unsuc- 


cessfully against Harrison. The lat- 
ter, issued by Harrison supporters 
lists among his aims appropriations 
for naval and coast defense, and ac- 
cuses Cleveland of sectionalism and 
of being pro British and hostile to 
northern industry because he favored 
a lower tariff. 

Songsters of the Free Soilers of 
1848, as well as of Grant, Horace 
Greeley, Clay, Freemont and Fillmore 
are represented. An original pen and 
ink cartoon by Thomas Nast and a 
fan in the shape of Horace Greeley’s 
head are among the unusual items 
shown. 

Oil portraits of Washington, Jeff- 
erson, Madison, John Quincy Adams, 
Monroe, Jackson, Taylor, Pierce, Lin- 
coln and Cleveland may also be seen 
as well as the chair used by Wash- 
ington, Grant, and Garfield, at their 
inaugurations.

Wwe HAD been out on antiquing ex- 
peditions before, but never one 
like this one.

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Tables from Taboos 


By VIRGINIA Hart LIDE 


HE old fashioned cast iron base 

sewing machine is taboo. The mod- 
ern creation is streamlined and cam- 
ouflaged beneath a case so swank one 
never suspects that utility lurks 
there. But the old iron bases have 
not passed their days of usefulness 
if you have vision and if you are 
persevering, for they make very at- 
tractive tables 

If someone hasn’t beaten you to 
them, you may find several old bases 
at your local sewing machine office. 
They take the old machines in on 
modern ones, destroy the heads and 
sell the iron bases for junk. Maybe 
you will find one at the junk shop, 
but your best bet is a keen eye when 
you are driving about the country. 
You will find them under the back 
porch of country houses or on the 
porches of negro cabins filled with 
cans of blooming geraniums. 

The prettiest one I have was in 
the back yard of a tumbled down 
farm house and was being used to 
hold the wash tub. This one is dated, 
molded into the design, 1881. 


When you have found your base, 
oil the bolts for several days with a 
good lubricant to facilitate removing 
the wheel and tread, for the chances 
are that the bolts are rusted and will 
be easily broken. Remove the pedal 
and wheel and unscrew the old top, 
now you are ready to figure on a 
new top. 

The marble slab from an old wash- 
stand is well proportioned for a 
table top, or the marble man can 
furnish one any size you wish. The 
tile top will cost more but makes a 
table really to be proud of. The most 
inexpensive of all is the top made 
of strips of wood, and they are quite 
pretty and will not warp as a solid 
piece will when exposed to the 
weather. 

The painting of your table is a 
matter of taste. There seems to be a 
tendency to paint iron furniture of 
all kinds white, but my personal 
preference is black, it seems more in 
keeping with the iron grill work on 
the old homes. In any event the top 
of your table, if made of wood, 
should match the other furniture. 

You will find these tables very at- 
tractive, as well as useful. With 
marble tops they are nice for sun 
parlors or porches, a tile top is ideal 
for a patio, and strips of wood evenly 
spaced makes a top suitable for the 
garden. 

Start on your search for bases be- 
fore the old ones are all gone, and 
when you have your table finished, 
your friends will begin asking, “Do 
you know where I can find an old 
machine base? I simply must have 
one of those tables!”

The Art Institute of Chicago an- 
nounces the opening of five galleries 
of unusual examples of American 
Handwoven Coverlets from the Frank 
W. Gunsaulus Collection in the Al- 
lerton Galleries. This display is of 
great interest for it expresses the 
wide range of subject, designs, and 
colors in American coverlets made 
from the end of the 18th century to 
the time of the Civil War. Profes- 
sional weavers worked in small shops 
making these coverlets mostly to or- 
der; the name and address of the 
weaver was often woven in together 
with the name of the person who had 
ordered the coverlet. 

This exhibition illustrates the va- 
riety of designs used in coverlets 
each of which has a fanciful name 
such as: “Bird of Paradise;” ‘Pene- 
lope’s Flower Pot Pattern;” “Star of 
Bethlehem;” Rose Eagles;” ‘Lovers’ 
Chain and Lovers’ Knot;” ‘Wheel of 
Fortune;” “Rose in Wilderness;” 
“Double Chariot Wheels;” “Snowball 
Pattern with Pine Tree Border;” 
“Blooming Leaf Pattern;” “Nine 
Chariot Wheels.” In the decoration 
we find patriotic symbols, such as 
the eagle and shield, used often.

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“PITTSBURGH FLINT” 


By JOHN RAMSAY 


OLLECTORS of American glass 
are becoming more and more in- 
terested in those early types of press- 
ed glass they have christened ‘“Pitts- 
burgh Flint.” Actually, the name 
“flint” has been used for fine glass- 
ware during two and a half centur- 
ies. Originated in England, it cor- 
rectly describes the English lead 
glass whose typical ingredient, dis- 
tinguishing it from all glass made on 
the Continent, is lead oxide, adding 
brilliance and especially making it 
softer and so particularly adapted to 
cutting. While they are easily dis- 
tinguished by simple physical or 
chemical tests, there is no visible 
difference between lead and non-lead 
glass, and the first American glass- 
makers, who made the Continental or 
non-lead glass, adopted the name 
“flint” for their fine potash-lime 
tableware, while it is still a trade 
term for any fine clear glass. 
English glass men who built sev- 
eral factories in Pittsburgh shortly 
after 1800, were the first to make 
lead glass in this country. The glass 
house at Cambridge, Mass., built in 
1815, was also manned by English 
workmen, and also made lead glass, 
and its first manager, Deming Jarves 
built, in his own name, the first fur- 
nace for the manufacture of red lead 
in America, and held a monopoly of 
the American market for thirty years. 
When he went to the Sandwich Glass 
Works, he naturally continued to 
make lead glass there, blown and cut 
as well as pressed. Some of this 
pressed glass, too, was made in those 
heavy conventional designs commonly 
attributed to Pittsburgh, Huber, Ash- 
burton, Colonial, Waffle and Thumb- 
print Pressed Block and, as a matter 
of fact, all Early pressed glass is 
“flint.” The Pittsburgh houses, how- 
ever, made, during the entire nine- 
teenth century, more glass tableware 
than all the other American glass 
houses combined, and developed and 
Specialized in the heavy conventional 
designs adapted from those of the 
cut glass they also made in quanti- 
ties, so that “Pittsburgh Flint” is a 
fairly descriptive term. 


The most important of the Pitts- 
burgh houses making “cut, moulded 
and plain flint” was that of Bake- 
well, Page & Bakewell, established 
as Bakewell & Ensell in 1808. When 
Page died in 1836, the firm became 
Bakewell, Pears & Bakewell, and in 
1845 they moved across the river to 
a new plant in Birmingham. The first 
piece of pressed glass was made at 
Sandwich on April 27, 1827, and 
Anne Royal, describing a visit to the 
Bakewell plant in 1828, in her 
“Pennsylvania,” says, “They have in- 
troduced a fashion of stamping fig- 
ures in the glass while it is warm,” 
while Enoch Robinson, originator of 
the pressing process, brought a suc- 
cessful suit against the Boston & 
Sandwich Glass Co., and_ several 
Pittsburgh glass firms for the un- 
authorized use of his patent in 1829, 
so there can be no doubt that much 
of the earliest pressed glass was 
made in Pittsburgh. ‘“Bakewell’s” 
specialized on fine ware, cut and en- 
graved, but also on pressed “bureau 
mountings,” or knobs, a few of which 
bear their initials. A catalogue of 
1868 shows may pressed glass pat- 
terns, Argus, Pressed Block, Huber, 
Oval Mitre, Ashburton, Colonial 
Flute, Thumbprint and Excelsior. 
which were actually among the earli- 
est designs, but a member of the fam- 
ily recalls that moulds for these and 
other patterns were kept in stock un- 
til the closing of the factory and 
brought out to fill occasional orders. 
The house continued to make fine flint 
glass until competition from cheaper 
ware forced it out of business in 1882. 

John Robinson built the Stour- 
bridge Glass Works, named for his 
English home, in 1826, admitted his 
son Thomas to partnership about 
1830, as T. & J. Robinson, and oper- 
ated it until his death in 1836, when 
it continued as Robinson, Anderson & 
Co., until about 1845, and was then 
sold to Adams, Macklin & Co., who 
became important producers of the 
later pressed ware. The early prod- 
ucts of the factory include a lacy 
boat-shaped salt, possibly the first of 
this popular shape to appear, and a 


toddy-plate in a paneled design, both 
bearing the name “T. & J. Robin- 
son,” and neither particularly rare. 


The Fort Pitt Glass Works was 
built in down-town Pittsburgh by 
Curling & Price in 1827. The firm 
became R. B. Curling & Co. in 1828, 
and made pressed glass, including a 
lacy creamer marked with their 
name, and possibly the familiar 
“Fort Pitt” eagle cup-plate, which 
may also have been made by Curling, 
Robinson & Co., who operated the 
plant from 1834 to 1857. They also 
made a lacy sugar-bowl, advertised 
as late as 1856, those paneled tum- 
blers attributed to Steubenville, a 
Waffle and Thumbprint like that ac- 
credited to the New England Glass 
and Boston Sandwich houses, sev- 
eral pieces in “Colonial,” a variation 
of the Thumbprint and another show- 
ing some similarity to the Petal. 
One of the great Pittsburgh glass 
firms was that owned by the Ihm- 
sens. Charles Ihmsen, operating a 
green glass house, was also a partner 
in that built by Rusell, Wendt & Co., 
in 1810, in which he had worked. His 
son, Christopher, inheriting his in- 
terest, increased it to control and 
turned it into a flint glass house. 
“The Pennsylvania Flint and Blue 
Glass Manufactory,” which was the 
largest of the five glass houses in 
Birmingham in 1837, with its pro- 
duction valued at $120,000 for the 
year. The Ihmsens were not active 
advertisers, but made a_ paneled 
sugar-bowl, found in clear and 
opalescent glass, which was obvious- 
ly intended as an _ advertisement, 
since each panel shows a different 
piece of table ware in Flute, Excel- 
sior and Ashburton. Christian Ihm- 
sen finally became sole owner of the 
plant, and changed its production to 
green glass about 1850. The Ihm- 
sens were rivalled in the glass busi- 
ness by the McKees, whose first house, 
that of McKee Brothers, later S. Mc- 
Kee & Company, was built in Birm- 
ingham in 1934. By 1840, they own- 
ed two plants, and made some pressed 
flint, but Frederick and James Me- 
Kee, sons of Thomas of the older 
firm, started a business in 1850, mak- 
ing “cut, moulded and plain flint and 
fancy colored glass,” which, with 
their three brothers, as McKee & 
Brothers, operated “the largest flint

glass house in the country” in 1865, 
with production valued at $250,000 
and made the Argus, Horn-of-Plenty 
Petal and Bellflower. Later, they 
also became important producers of 
lime glass tableware. 

There were a number of other flint 
glass houses in Pittsburgh which ad- 
ded their small or large production to 
the really enormous total. Mulvaney 
& Company’s “Birmingham Flint 
Company” operated from about 1832 
to 1850, and was later owned by 
Shepard & Company. Phillips & Best 
were at Third Avenue and Try Street 
from 1840 until 1870. James Bryce, 
with other glass men, formed a co- 
operative company in 1845, as Bryce, 
McKee & Company, which later be- 
came Bryce Brothers, still making 
glassware. Francis and James Plun- 
kett owned the Excelsior Glass Works 
in Birmingham in 1859, and another 
one later, Wolfe, Plunkett & Co., were 
in Birmingham in 1863. Hay, Atter- 
bury & Company, later Atterbury & 
Company, and Johnson, King & Com- 
pany, later King & Company were 
late comers, and advertised window- 
glass, lamp chimneys, “bar goods” 
and other things, so their production 
of tableware cannot have been large. 
But James B. Lyon & Company, who 
took over the old Union Glass Works 
at Etna, built by Captain John Hay 
in 1831 and operated under several 
managements as a flint glass house, 
where the ship cup-plate dated “1836” 
was made, was much more import- 
ant. He bought the old plant in 1852 
and immediately specialized on fine 
table glass. Deming Jarves, who 
ought to know, said that Lyon made 
the “finest glassware in the United 
States, and praised his pressed ware 
especially. 

In 1865, twelve firms, operating 
sixteen factories, were making flint 
glass in Pittsburgh, and the produc- 
tion of those farther down the Ohio 
must be added to theirs, since, being 
so close, it is difficult to distinguish 
between them. Flint glass was made 
in Wheeling by the Sweeneys as 
early as 1831, and they continued in 
business, with a move across the 
river to Martin’s Ferry, in 1840, un- 
til 1888. John and Craig Ritchie, 
later Ritchies & Wilson, at Wheeling, 
D. & J. Markley at Wellsburg, W. 
Va., and Plunkett & Miller at South 
Wheeling and Martin’s Ferry, Ohio, 
all made flint glass between 1829 and 
1842. In 1845, Hobbs, Barnes & Com- 
pany, a firm made up of glass makers 
from the plant at Cambridge, bought 
a bottle house in Wheeling and made 
flint glass lighting and_ tableware. 
They moved to Martin’s Ferry in 
1854 and, as Hobbs, Brockunier & 
Company after 1863, became one of 
the largest producers of table ware in 
the country. A. J. Beatty & Sons 
bought a bottle house at Steubenville 
in 1852, and also became large pro- 
ducers, especially of tumblers and

goblets with a capacity of 36,000 per 
day. 

It is impossible to list the pressed 
flint glass made in these thirty-eight 
factories between 1828 and 1882, 
since only a very small part of the 
enormous total can be identified and 
many were also made by Eastern 
houses. The patterns commonly class- 
ed as “Pittsburgh Flint” show their 
derivation from the cut glass of the 
period very closely, with some other 
adaptations from the rather massive 
decorative motives of the American 
Empire style. Thus the panel or flute 
which is the basis of many patterns, 
the bulls-eye and especially the all- 
over diamonds of the Sawtooth or 
Diamond Point copy cut glass very 
closely, the Blaze is even more like 
it, while Bakewell’s Mirror has its 
cut duplicate, which may also have 
been the inspiration for the various 
Thumbprint patterns. So the many 
variations of the paneled tumbler, the 
Ashburton, conventional Thistle and 
Colonial, known to have been made by 
“B. P. & B.” and the Fort Pitt house 
and presumably, since variations oc- 
cur, copied by others, the Oval Mitre, 
Waffle and Thumbprint, and dozens 
of un-named designs whose deriva- 
tion is less clear, were all inspired 
by the cut ware made, in most cases, 
in the same factories. By contrast, 
the Petal, one of the earliest patterns, 
shows concave or curved panels which 
would be very difficult for the glass 
cutter to produce. 

The Pittsburgh houses made much 
pressed table glass not classed as 
“pattern glass,” as well as in that 
classification, many patterns copied 
from those originated in the East, at 
least one, and probably more, of the 
five variations of the Bellflower 
coming from Pittsburgh. Their ad- 
vertisements, and contemporary ac- 
counts stress pressed salts, “mol. 
cans,” which are syrup jugs, tumb- 
lers, cruets and particularly “bar 
ware”’—decanters, bitters bottles and 
drinking glasses, as well as the table 
ware. This, too was not made in the 
full “sets” advertised after 1870. 
Tumblers, whiskies, wines and oc- 
casional decanters for the men, tea 
sets of sugar-bowl, creamer and 
spooner for the ladies, goblets, celer- 
ies, compotes, some bowls, jars, egg 
cups, salts and a few water pitchers 
seem to be the full “line.” Some of 
the designs, too, are found in only a 
few of these, as one made up of 
heavy horizontal mouldings, found in 
salts and a covered sugar-bowl, but 
obviously difficult or impossible to 
adapt to tumblers or pitchers. There 
Is also a helmet-shaped creamer with 
one narrow band of horizontal rib- 
bing, and a number of small plates, 
as well as the syrup-jugs and tumb- 
lers in patterns which do not occur 
in other pieces.

Reflecting the cut ware, it usually 
occurs in clear, but sapphire blue, 
amethyst, opalescent or white pieces 
are found, with many of the odd 
pieces also in ambers and greens. 
Glass moulds of this period were not 
chilled, as they were later, so often 
caused lines or swirls on the surface 
of the glass, which were usually, but 
not always, smoothed out, with the 
seams left by the mould, by re-heat- 
ing the piece in the furnace. The 
pontil rod was used to hold it for 
this operation, and also to apply 
separately made parts, bases of com- 
potes and lamps, so that the scar or 
“pontil mark” is often found on early 
pressed glass. About 1865, William 
Leigton of Hobbs, Brockunier & 
Company, discovered a new glass 
mixture, omitting the expensive lead 
oxide, and substituting sodium car- 
bonate for soda ash, which was, as 
far as clarity and pressing were con- 
cerned “just as good” as lead glass, 
and was adopted by most of the Pitts- 
burgh houses making pattern glass, 
by Adams & Company as early as 
1865, not until 1876 by James Lyon, 
while Bakewell’s refused to make the 
change. 

Actually, it is impossible to dis- 
tinguish this from the flint glass by 
eye, especially since many patterns 
were made in both, and even the 
“ring” often considered characteristic 
of flint will sound just as clearly 
from a lime glass piece of the proper 
shape. Actually this sound when tap- 
ped is due more to proper tempering 
or annealing than by this composition 
of the glass, so that about five per- 
cent of the early flint or lead pieces 
not so treated, will not ring, while 
most of the fine potash glass of any 
period will, and a small porportion of 
the soda-lime window or bottle-glass 
made before the era of quantity pro- 
duction gives this sound quite clear- 
ly. But the later soda-lime glass 
tabie ware, heavy and cheaply made, 
has a perfectly characteristic “clunk.” 
So the collector who learns to know 
“Pittsburgh Flint” will soon have a 
very clear idea of fine quality, de- 
sign and workmanship, and will be 
able to reject inferior ware.

THUMBNAIL SKETCHES 


By J. STANLEY BROTHERS, JR. 


N THE three issues of HOBBIES, just past, I briefly 

covered a portion of the most important activity of 
the Canton Glass Company at Marion, Ind. Prior to 
that activity, as previously stated, the firm operated at 
Canton, Ohio, and since a number have written to ask 
concerning this earlier functioning, I think perhaps it 
would be practical to continue my narrative of this fac- 
tory in order to provide readers with some of the data 
which concerned operation in Ohio. 


The plant was built at Canton during the Spring of 
1883, and operated continuously until it was destroyed by 
fire early in 1890. Joseph K. Brown occupied the position 
which fell to Charles J. Bockius in 1888, and David 
Barker was the company’s designer. Some interesting 
glass was produced. One of the first tableware lines (see 
small plate in illustration) was that of Pattern No. 10 
(now known as “Primrose”’). It was commercially made 
in amber, canary, blue and crystal, and is also to be 
found in amethyst and apple green. And like a number 
of other items made by the Canton Glass Company, was 
subsequently produced in opaque white, in turquoise blue, 
and in a dense black. The glass makes a satisfactory table 
settting, and is particularly colorful in the gem-like 
quality of the blue ordinarily produced by the Canton 
factory. The flat-bottomed (boat-shaped) pickle dish 
portrayed by the. illustration depicts what is now called 
the “Barred For-get-me-not” pattern. The original fac- 
tory designation has not been learned. It was made in 
crystal and colors, and in the opaque glass mentioned in 
connection with the preceding pattern. The motif was 
cleverly created in response to a trend toward things 
Oriental. The sauce dish, with its distinctively designed 
flanged foot, illustrates a pattern which the company 
called their “Dewdrop” line. It was produced in the mid- 
eighties, and may be secured in crystal and all of the 
Canton colors. The most unique Canton achievement, 
however, is that of the “Elephant” glass, which David 
Barker brought out in the Fall of 1883. It is familiarly 
known as the “Jumbo” pattern, but at the time of its 
promotion it was jokingly referred to as Barker’s “White 
Elephant,” since it made little impression with the pub- 
lic, and did not sell. Only a small amount was pressed, 
and the line was never developed for that reason. I have 
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Products of the Canton Glass Company 


sketched the sugar bowl, and the unique “Spoonrack” 
which Mr. Barker added to the pattern, thinking it 
would stimulate sales. The photograph which shows a 
portion of the Canton organization was given to me by 
Mr. John M. Henderson, brother of the previously men- 
tioned Charles H. Henderson. John is standing, with 
folded arms, just back of the man seated on the barrel, 
and Charles stands in the front row, the third individual 
from the left. David Barker, in shirt sleeves, stands 
under the outstretched arm of the man bracing himself 
against the casing of the door. Ah!—what would we not 
give for a peek into those barrels in the foreground.

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History in Pressed Glass 


exhibition of particular interest 

to the collector of old glass is 
that being currently shown at the 
Brooklyn Museum, Brooklyn, N. Y. 
It was assembled by Mrs. William 
Greig Walker, and presented to the 
Museum through a subscription fund 
made possible by the efforts of Mrs. 
Ripley Hitchcock and Mrs. Walker. 
It is a collection of 137 pieces of 
pressed glass. 


Yankee ingenuity developed the 
manufacture of pressed glass for 
mass production and brought it to 
the public in the form of dishes, com- 
memorative plates, ornaments and 
pieces made especially for president- 
ial campaigns. The latter served the 
same popular purpose that campaign 
buttons do today. One item in the 
Museum collection is a small, thin 
square of glass showing a log cabin, a

tree, a barrel and a bottle, and the 
words “Harrison and Reform,” which 
were used for a button or token in 
the 1899 campaign. 


Many people and events that held 
public attention here between 1820 
and 1940, and to some extent in Eu- 
rope, are represented graphically on 
the twenty-five different forms of ob- 
jects ranging from plates and plat- 
ters through mugs, compotes and 
goblets to battleships, a hatchet, a 
hat, a wagon and an airplane. 


The oldest piece is the Lafayette 
salt boat, a salt dish in the form 
of a hull with “Lafayet” on it, in com- 
memoration of his second visit to the 
United States. This dates about 
1830, and is the first piece of com- 
memorative glass made. It carries 
the mark of the Boston and Sand- 
wich Glass Company. Other note-

Mrs. William Greig Walker, New 
York, N. Y., whose untiring efforts 
and love for old glass were respon- 
sible for forming this outstanding 
collection says she began about fifteen 
years ago by assembling the “Presi- 
dential Portraits.” 

Mrs. Walker says one of the most 
interesting pieces from her point of 
view is the “Nelly Bly” oval Platter 
commemorating her trip around the 
world under the auspices of the “New 
York World.” She thinks the most 
amusing is “Carrie Nation,” in the 
form of a liquor bottle. This noted 
character is depicted with her um- 
brella in one hand, and her bag in the 
other in which she carried her hat- 
chet, which wrecked an endless num- 
ber of saloons.

phant Jumbo, Jenny Lind, both on

paperweight, George Peabody the 
English and American philathropist 
of the 19th century on a mug, and 
the Lindbergh “goodwill” plane. 


A piece in the form of a covered 
wagon is the rarest in the collection 
as it is the only one known and has 
been the subject of repeated offers 
from glass manufacturers to repro- 
duce it. The 1889 Nelly Bly platter 
commemorating the Bly circumnavi- 
gation of the globe as a newspaper 
assignment to beat Jules Verne’s 
Phineas Fogg record is one of two 
known to exist, and the English plate 
issued in Gladstone’s honor is also 
rare, 


The collection divides itself in sub- 
ject matter into campaign items, por- 
traits of presidents, assassinated 
presidents, vice presidential candi- 
dates in the 1884 campaign, world’s 
fair souvenirs, nautical subjects em- 
phasizing Spanish-American War 
battleships, prominent Americans and 
Britons, animals, monuments and 
buildings, natives of Italy, France, 
Sweden and Germany including 
Columbus, Vespucci, Napoleon, Jenny 
Lind and Kaiser Wilhelm II, religous 
subjects, localities, and ten miscellan- 
eous items including the opening of 
the Union Pacific Railroad, the gold 
rush, opening of the West, and the 
founding of the Knights of Labor, 
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the first organization of its kind in 
this country. 

Eleven of the pieces were made as 
campaign items to fulfil in their time 
somewhat the same function as the 
current campaign button. Campaigns 
represented are the Grant and Wilson 
of 1877, Blaine and Logan, and Cleve- 
land and Hendricks, 1884, Harrison 
and Morton, 1893, Bryan and McKin- 
ley, 1896, and Taft, 1908. Ten purely 
memorial pieces have portraits of 
presidents beginning with George 
Washington, the first person to be 
done in the portrait series, Grant, 
Garfield, McKinley and Theodore 
Roosevelt. Two small groups are as- 
sassinated presidents, and the Demo- 
cratic and Republican vice-president- 
ial candidates in the 1884 campaign. 

Another large group is made up 
of seventeen world’s fair souvenir 
pieces from the Pittsburgh Exposi- 
tion in 1875 through the last New 
York World’s Fair, with eight com- 
memorating the Philadelphia Cen- 
tennial in 1876 and others the Chi- 
cago Columbian Exposition, the Ten- 
nessee Centennial of 1897, St. Louis 
in 1904, Chicago Century of Progress 
in 1932 and 1938, and Texas Cen- 
tennial of 1936. 





Second Edition 

The Sandwich Publishing Com- 
pany announces the printing of the 
second edition of Frank W. Chip- 
man’s book “The Romance of Old 
Sandwich Glass.” The second print- 
ing is a memorial edition to the late 
Mr. Chipman, who was first presi- 
dent and a charter member of the 
National Early American Glass Club. 


PACKING 

Readers continue to complain about 
the receipt of glass and china objects 
broken as a result of poor packing. 
This is often disappointing. While 
insurance money can be collected, in 
most cases the recipient is disap- 
pointed in not being able to add an- 
other specimen to his collection. Do 
no expect skimpily wrapped pack- 
ages to reach their destination in per- 
fect condition. Heavy objects are 
packed on them in the mail bags and 
they are more or less’ roughly 
handled in the mails. That is es- 
sential to speed and it is not al- 
ways carelessness of the postal em- 
ployees. Fragile material is often 
packed ridiculously carelessly. We 
cannot urge our readers too strongly 
to prepare their packages for ship- 
ping in a better manner.

BIELLS 


By CLARENCE MESSICK 


ig the world of today, brass, cop- 

per, tin and other alloys are being 
put into the machines of war. These 
metals from both the old world and 
the new have long been known as 
the standard parts for making bells. 


In Europe the bells (bells and 
belles), have gone into the army. The 
iron type having gone in not as din- 
ner bells, but as whistling bullets. It 
seems a shame for many of the won- 
derful works of art, music and sci- 
ence to be scrapped to the war lords. 
Bell metals of years gone by were 
carefully mixed to produce the prop- 
er tone and tension. Many of these 
bell tones can not be replaced or 
satisfactorily reproduced. 

However, in the United States 
many are reversing the order of the 
war lords. They are making bullets 
into bells. A bullet is mostly known 
as a round ball to be discharged, 
from a cannon or firearm. But in 
this article the brass or copper shell 
holding the charge is the kind we 
have in mind. These gun shells have 
been given a handle and a clapper, 
then called “a bell.” 


Some of these bullet bells have a 
very good tone, while others sound 
more like Hallowe’en noise makers. 
With a little work any bell lover 
could put some tone into them. The 
type of clapper is a big factor. Hard 
rubber balls, instead of iron will sur- 
prise the hobbyist. Even the proper 
degree of hardness may surprise him 
more. 


Several bell folks have even gone 
further than the bullet stage. Using 
brass, bronze and perhaps other al- 
loy to produce copies of famous bells 
has taken much of their spare time— 
and perhaps spare cash. But their 
efforts have not been in vain as many 
beautiful types have been produced. 
Many bell collectors cannot go in the 
foundry business, so as a result keep 
on the lookout for good brass or cop- 
per shells. 


So with the antique and the new 
bells of Europe going into bullets and 
other war products, U. S. bell lovers 
are enjoying turning the tide by put- 
ting bullets into bells. 


Listening to the Tone of a Bell 


To the average person the sound of 
a bell is just another noise. To some 
students of music the sound of a bell 
is either a noise or a musical tone. 
Alone, it may be noise, but with 
other bells it may become music. 
The beauties in the tone of a bell to 
a bell lover who has a musical ear 
are like the beauties of a mountain

scene to an artist. In the deeper 
sense the musical artist may even 
hear the five over-tones of every bell. 

A sweet toned bell carries a cer- 
tain amount of mystery in the nature 
of emotion and music. To own a set 
of church chimes might, of course, be 
called silly by some, but to listen to 
chimes in their towers and hear them 
as beautiful colorful tones of blend- 
ing harmony is time well spent. 

There is a great amount to hear in 
the tone of a bell. Its quality, depth, 
thinness and other tonal effects. 
Many bell collectors will learn con- 
siderable about this by trying out 
some of their bells now reposing on 
their shelves. 

The deep study of music cannot 
be gained from bells, for even the 
true pitch of an octave has been 
questioned by critics. But one thing 
seems sure. We have melody, har- 
mony and rhythm. 


The Collectors 

There is evidence over the country 
that bell collectors want a_ hobby 
club. It is only natural that bell 
collectors should want to know more 
of each other, to exchange ideas, 
bells and other data. Whether or 
not these wishes will take concrete 
form remains to be seen. HOBBIES

The compiler of these introductory 
notes believes that the hobby fra- 
ternity is greatly interested in bells.

13th Amendment Stamp 

ITH only a short notice, a 3-cent 

commemorative stamp was issued 
on October 20 at the New York World 
Fair’s post office, in honor of the 
75th anniversary of the 13th amend- 
ment to the constitution abolishing 
slavery. 

This date was selected, Postmaster 
General Walker pointed out, by rea- 
son of the fact that it marked the 
Diamond Jubilee Celebration held at 
the World’s Fair on that date in 
connection with the National Mem- 
orial to the Progress of the Colored 
Race in America. It is understood 
that this group was influential in 
having the stamp issued. 

The central motif of the stamp is 
a reproduction of the statue entitled 
“Emancipation” by Thomas Ball in 
Lincoln Park, Washington, D. C. 
This monument shows Lincoln with 
the Emancipation Proclamation in 
one hand, extending the other hand 
over the kneeling form of a slave 
with the shackles falling from his 
limbs. 

The new stamp is .84 by 1.44 in- 
ches in size, arranged vertically. It 
is printed by the rotary process and 
issued in sheets of 50. The announced 
color of the stamp is purple. An in- 
itial printing of 40,000,000 of the new 
stamps has been ordered at the Bur- 
eau of Engraving and Printing. 

William A. Roach designed the 
stamp, while James T. Vail engraved 
the lettering and Carl T. Arlt, the 
vignette. 


Change made in Bureau Precancels 

At the request of the Post Office 
Department, the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing will in the near 
future, when making new electro- 
plates for precanceling stamps, 
change the distance between the two 
parallel lines by bringing the lines 
closer together. This change is made 
in order to allow sufficient room on 
the stamps for permit holders to 
overprint thereon their initials, date, 
etc, as required by the order re- 
quiring precanceled stamps to be so 
overprinted. 


In the old style precancelation the 
spacing between the lines or rules, 
which are directly above and below 
the name of the city, is approximately 
one-half inch. 

In the new style, the spacing be- 
tween the lines has been reduced to 
approximately 13/32 of an_ inch. 
There may be a slight variation from 
this figure due to allowances for 
stretch in curving of the plates, and 
shrinkage or expansion in paper. 

The exact date or the name of the 
first post office where such precan- 
celed stamps will be first issued is 
not yet known. The electroplates al- 
ready on hand will continue to be 
used for some time and the change 
will be gradual. 


Data on Defense Stamps 

First day sales figures for the 
National Defense stamps, issued 
October 16 at Washington, D. C., are 
1-cent, 315,700 stamps sold; 2-cent, 
223,400 stamps sold; and 3-cent, 157,- 
300 stamps sold. The total number of 
cancelations was 450,083. 

The design used for this series was 
a drawing made from pencil sketches 
prepared by the Post Office Depart- 
ment. The motif of the 1-cent stamp 
is the Statue of Liberty taken from a 
photograph obtained from the En- 
graving Division Library of the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing. The 
War Department furnished a photo- 
graph of the 90-millimeter anti-air- 
craft gun used on the 2-cent denomi- 
nation. “An imaginative torch” is the 
official name given to the central de- 
sign of the 3-cent stamp. 

Engravers of the defense stamps 
are: 1l-cent, vignette, Carl T. Arlt; 
lettering, William B. Wells and James 
T. Vail: 2-cent, vignette, Harry R. 
Rollins; lettering, William B. Wells; 
8-cent, vignette, James R. Lowe; and 
lettering, Edward H. Helmuth. 

The stamps of the new defense 
series are .75 by .87 inch in dimen- 
sions.

T LAST we have reached the 
4% broad expanse of the Pacific 
Ocean, with its foaming shore tides, 
after one of the longest annual tours 
we have ever taken, excepting two 
round-the-world trips.

IT SEEMS TO ME 


By FRANK L. CoES 


COVERS 
JHILE one of the most interesting 
queries about historical covers is 
“What shall I look for?” it is also 
the one that is hardest to answer so 
it will be understood. If the ques- 
tioner were in talking distance, we 
could show “self-folded” and obvious- 
ly distinctive things in markings on 
the face and back of these “before 
stamp” letters. A little bit of con- 
versation on the reason why, the 
Millbury stamp, for example, lay in 
the archives of an antiquarian society 
for nearly fifty years before discovery 
will point the tale. Self folded let- 
ters, if laid out flat, with the mes- 
sage in readable position, and so 
mounted, or filed, must carry on the 
back of the sheet (for it is a single 
sheet if self folded) the address, pos- 
tal markings and other directive data. 
If these letters are mounted in 
books, tipped in or shingled in for 
compactness, the addresses and other 
things are on the under side. And 
often they are un-noticed, un-thought 
of and unseen by the compilers or 
readers of the letter contents. 


What could be more easy than to 
read letter or note and if signed on 
the face, neglect to turn it over be-

cause all the essential content (sup- 
posedly) is on and in the message 
side? And this we believe is the rea- 
son the Millbury and many other 
postal markings were not discovered 
for many years. 

Similarly, lost bunches of family 
correspondence are due to the too 
perfect housekeeping instincts of mod- 
ern housewives. This is an old story. 

Still these essentially efficient 
housewives continue, and the end is 
not yet. Not by years, although 
likely most of the eastern homes are 
“cleaned up’ for-good. It takes pride 
in ancestry and historic interest in 
family matters to allow the preser- 
vation of this so called “dusty junk” 
in an otherwise immaculate attic stor- 
age room. Better get busy, boys. 
Have another rummage.

OCCUPATION ISSUES 

The various explanations of the 
reasons why we have not had a flood 
of “occupation” issues don’t quite 
agree with the average estimate of 
the “friendly protection” theory.

STAMPLESS COVERS 

That we could well use some time 
in looking over such stampless covers 
as we may own, or can study, in the 
interest of building history. Build- 
ing it before it is too late and the 
newly found “by favor” cover that 
was carried on the Ohio Canal from 
Cleveland to Chillicothe is forgotten. 

Back in ’37, I related two family 
stories relative to material sent by 
Canalboat by relatives between 1828 
and 1847. 

The story was thrown aside as “im- 
possible, unlikely, wholly imaginative.” 
Such pop-off opinion is rather tire- 
some, especially if the story is handed 
to one by the person involved in the 
transaction. The first story had to do 
with the Blackstone Canal. The sec- 
ond with the Erie. The recently dis- 
covered cover was used on the cross 
Ohio canal. Rumor comes that, while 
the star routes did not include the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Canal (whicn 
went from Washington to Cumber- 
land), there was similar use and 
“known covers” exist. 

A research student comes forward 
with a reference from a Peru (IIl.) 
newspaper seemingly dated after the 
first stamp issue, which complains 
about the Wabash Canal carrying 
mails at its own convenience and in 
its own time, to the great disgust of 
the people. 

Such mails, if they were star route 
carriers, would bear markings but if 
not, and the Canals were used to 
handle mail that “mud time” or poor 
roads, or unusual conditions caused to 
pile up in an office, then the Canal 
travel might be without definite mark- 
ing. 

However, the real interest comes in 
the various fishing expeditions by the 
experts that previously denied possi- 
bility. 
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CRUISING WITH THE FLEET

FTER spending the summer in 

North China waters, the U. S. 
Asiatic Fleet returned to its Cavite, 
P. I., base the first of October. And 
don’t forget the fact that you can 
still get the cancels of these Asiatic 
Station ships by sending a packet of 
10 to 25 covers ready-to-go with 1c 
per cover service charge to Deane C. 
Bartley, c/o Green Lake Station, 
Seattle, Wash.

He has various 
cachets to apply and all are depictive.

The USS Navy is re-commissioning 
some 36 old submarines to bolster the 
Atlantic Fleet and the Tender USS 
Chewink has been made a rescue ship 
for these which are to start active 
duty by January, 1941. Thirty tons 
of bronze is contained in the four 
propellers on the new USS Wash- 
ington, being built at Philadelphia 
Navy Yard. Each propeller being 17 
feet, 3 inches diameter and tips the 
scales at 35,000 pounds. 

Three U. S. merchant liners are re- 
ported to be likely taken over by the 
Navy Department in the near future. 
They are the SS Manhattan, Wash- 
ington, and President Roosevelt. The 
ships now have crews composed prac- 
tically of all Naval Reserve Officers. 
The USS Chaumont, Naval transport 
ship, is now in the Orient and will 
leave Manila, P. I., on December 2 
for voyage back to San Francisco. 

The USS Henderson, will sail from 
Norfolk, Va., on November 26 for 
the Far East via San Diego, Calif. 
The transport ship USS Wm. Ward 
Burrows is now operating in Hawai- 
ian waters with the fleet based there. 
The USS Mackerel, a new sub, was 
launched at New London, Conn., on 
September 28, so watch for the com- 
missioning soon. The old USS Bush- 
nell has had its name changed and is 
now the USS Summer. New cancels 
to seek are those of the USS Hogan 
and USS Sapelo. Write to Navy Mail 
Clerk, (ship wanted) c/o Postmaster, 
New York, N. Y. Recent land sta- 
tion cancels are from the “First 
Marine Aircraft Group, Fleet Marine 
Force” and the “Fourth Defense Bat- 
talion, Fleet Marine Force.” Both can 
be reached through the Postmaster, 
New York City.

Every collector should 
have some of these marvelous cachets 
in their collection. A note to Mr. 
Crosby will bring you full informa- 
tion on his various cachets. 

On “National Registration Day,” 
October 16th, the first day cancel of 
the ship USS PC-451 was shown for 
first time. This ship is at Norfolk, 
Va. 

Your column editor again urges you 
to follow instructions as given in the 
various cachet columns before send- 
ing out covers. On my recent Navy 
Day series I announced the deadline 
as October 15 and covers came in as 
late as October 21, which was too late, 
of course, and therefore were held up, 
and put in advanced event file for 
further mailings at my choosing. The 
Navy Day covers were sent to ships

your weight on packages as sponsors 
cannot pay for postage dues.

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PRECANCEL NEWS OF THE MONTH 


and Comment 
By ALBERT L. JONES 


New Style Bureaus 


66 A LL bureau precanceling plates 

are to be replaced with nar- 
rows,” is the big precancel news 
that has just reached us. 

This is of great importance to col- 
lectors of presidential bureaus. It 
means that one practically will have 
to start all over on them. There have 
been approximately 800 varieties of 
bureaus issued so far on the presi- 
dential issue. As they are reordered 
they will be issued in the new style 
known to precancel collectors as “nar- 
rows.” 

“Narrows” are types where the up- 
per line of the precancelation is 
pushed down close to the city name 
and the lower line is pushed up close 
to the state name. This is done so 
as to make more room for the con- 
trol, consisting of firm initials and 
month of use, as required on all pre- 
cancels above the six cent denomi- 
nation. 

Since the regulations requiring such 
indicia went into effect July 1, 1938 
all precanceling devices sent out by 
the postal department have had the 
lines but eight millimeters apart in- 
stead of thirteen millimeters as had 
been the customary practice previous- 
ly. It had been rumored that the 
bureaus might be made to conform 
to this narrow type. When this change 
was not made when the presidential 
issue began to be precanceled, it was 
thought there was not much danger 
of it occurring. It was considered 
more likely that the regulations re- 
quiring controls on precancels would 
be rescinded. 

Most people believe that the regu- 
lations requiring that a permit holder 
place a control on all precancels used 
above the six cent denomination to 
be unfair. The use of precancels is 
to help the post office department as 
it eliminates one operation at the 
post office. Why this helpful use of 
precancels should be lessened by mak- 
ing the use of precancels a nuisance 
and additional expense to the permit 
holder is another one of those inex- 
plicable things the government so 
often does. The reason such regula- 
tions were ordered was because it was 
alleged vast quantities of precancels 
were being reused. Probably “vast 
quantities” was a considerable exag- 
geration. In fact, the reuse seemed 
to be largely confined to New York 
City and likely could have been 
stopped without much difficulty by a 
little greater activity on the part 
of the postal G men of that city. 


If a regulation requiring controls 
really was necessary, then it would 
only have been fair that the post 
office arrange for applying the con- 
trol on the precancels instead of plac. 
ing the burden of so doing on the 
permit holder. 


This change of precancel design will 
mean that certain of the presidential 
bureaus already issued are likely to 
become quite scarce. Even certain de- 
nominations from the largest cities 
are likely to become good property. 


Last month in this department we 
told of the sale of a coil pair of 
Garden City, N. Y. old type one cent 
precancels for $475.00, which was a 
new high for either a coil pair or 
a single of bureaus. Now this record 
has been surpassed. Dr. G. C. Myn- 
chenberg of Elyria, Ohio has paid 
$575.00 for a superb specimen of the 
greatest bureau rarity, the 1%4¢ Lib- 
erty coil. 


There are 22 known single speci- 
mens and one pair of this Liberty 
B102 in existence. Wonder what the 
pair would bring if put up at auc- 
tion? Or a pair of the two cent She- 
boygan old type bureaus? There is 
not a pair of this Sheboygan bureau 
known to be in existence although 
enough copies of this stamp were used 
so that a single catalogs at but $30.00.

The National Defense Stamps 


Favorable comments from al] 
sources are heard on the series of 
stamps known as the National De- 
fense issue. The plan for national! 
defense seems to have met with popu 
lar approval and this seems to be 
extended to the stamp issue too. It 
is likely that these stamps will be 
more widely distributed than any spe- 
cial issue since the NRA stamps. 


There are postal regulations 
against the precanceling of comme- 
morative issues but some always are 
precanceled. This may be due to an 
emergency or as a favor to some per- 
mit holder or on account of lack of 
knowledge on the part of the post 
master as to the regulations govern- 
ing precanceling. 


Undoubtedly these defense stamps 
will be more widely precanceled than 
large size commemoratives have been. 
The defense stamps being the same 
size as regular issues fit the precan- 
celing devices. Also some postmasters 
will figure that these defense stamps 
do not commemorate anything and as 
they are of regular size that regu- 
lations in regard tg commemorative 
stamps do not apply. 


Just as with the presidential series, 
these defense stamps have no surplus 
ornamentation in the design and so 
make fine backgrounds for precan- 
celations. The three denominations 
provide a good color contrast in a 
collection and so the monotony is

avoided that is noticeable in a col- 
lection of precancelations on the same 
stamp. Yet the series does not con- 
sist of enough denominations to make 
it onerous to form a collection of 
them. 

These stamps being under the six 
cent limit do not need to carry con- 
trol indicia and so defense precancels 
should be available without the dis- 
figuring inscriptions that the higher 
denominations are supposed to carry. 

Defense stamps should be in stock 
in post offices during the pre-Christ- 
mas season when more precancels are 
used than at any other time of the 
year and this should tend to cause 
them to be more extensively precan- 
celed. 

All in all, it looks like the National 
Defense issue of stamps will be the 
popular toast of the year with pre- 
cancel collectors.

CUBA—A commemorative postage 
stamp was scheduled for release be- 
tween October 15 and 20 in honor of 
the publication of the first Cuban re- 
view entitled “El Repertorio Medico 
Habanero.” The stamps are issued in 
denominations of 2 cents, red, and 5 
cents, blue. On the stamps appear the 
medical emblem, the title page of the 
publication, the inscription “1840-1940 
—Centenario De Su Publicacion” and 
the picture of Dr. Nicolas J. Gutier- 
rez, founder of the review. 

In addition, there were prepared 
miniature sheets of four stamps, two 
of each denomination, placed alter- 
nately. These sheets bear reading 
matter relative to the centenary and 
are sold together with the frontis- 
piece containing Dr. Gutierrez’s bio- 
graphy, for the price of 25 cents. 

CUBA—The 10-cent air mail stamp 
commemorating the centenary of the 
postage stamp was scheduled for re- 
lease early in November, in sheets of 
100 units. 

This stamp, issued in dark brown 
color, shows a reproduction of the 
“penny black,” with the picture of 
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Queen Victoria of England—the first 
stamp to be placed in circulation, a 
reproduction of the % Rl Plata F. 
with the bust of Elizabeth II of Spain 
—first stamp used in Cuba (1855) 
and a reproduction of the 2-cent 
stamp in circulation in Cuba dur- 
ing 1902—this being the first stamp 
used by the Republic and known as 
“the small palms stamp.” In addition 
the stamp bears the Cuban coat of 
arms and the words “Republica de 
Cuba,” “Centenario del Primer Sello 
—Postal” the dates “1840-1940,” the 
outline of the map of Cuba and the 
picture of Sir Rowland Hill, who 
initiated this system of postage. The 
Secretary of Communications says, 
“All of these motifs have been artis- 
tically arranged and interpreted, and 
on this stamp are reproduced the 
three already mentioned, to gather on 
it, in a graphic and synthetical man- 
ner, the origin of the postage stamp 
and its two principal stages in Cuba, 
that is, the first that was placed in 
circulation in Colonial times and the 
first that was used upon the consti- 
tution of the Republic.” 


Each sheet of 100 stamps bears in 
its center two lines with the wording 
“Primer Centenario del Sello Postal” 
and ‘1840-1855-1902-1940.” 


Miniature sheets, with a block of 
four, were also issued and sell for 60 
cents. 


NEW ZEALAND—Health stamps 
for the year 1940 were placed on sale 
October 1. The same dsign as was 
used for 1939 was again used and 
consists of three children playing with 
a medicine ball. The 1d postage plus 
14d health is printed in green and the 
2d postage plus 1d health in light 
red-brown by the Note Printing 
Branch, Commonwealth Bank of Aus- 
ralia, Melbourne. 


New 14d newspaper wrappers were 
issued in July. New stereos were 
used on New Zealand made paper 
without watermark. 


The Controller of Censorship has 
directed that the transmission by post 
of used or unused postage stamps to 
countries other than British will not 
be permitted except by recognized 
stamp dealers, who are ifcensed.

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NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS

THE IMPORTANT POINT 

LUB officers in their talks to lay 

members put too much stress on 
“yare-and-valuable” coins. A rare coin 
is one of small mintage, or a coin with 
some unusual, little used design. The 
important point to be brought out 
should be the why of the small mint- 
age, or the how-come of the peculiar 
design. As a general rule coins of 
one design run along in the sameness 
of searcity and types, and a rarity 
is an exception. The why-of is more 
interesting than the that-of of the 
exceptions. Each type has its own 
history, and it is better to have the 
history, the why-of’s and the why- 
for’s of the several coins of a type- 
set than of one show piece of an ex- 
ception, or rarity. Chronologize rather 
than exceptionalize your collection. 
The price of one exception, or rarity, 
will buy a till full of general-rules, 
or type-coins. A rarity does not get 
anywhere in particular; a type set 
goes places. It is better to have a 
lot of small ducks (types) in a large 
pond than one big duck (rarity) in 
a small puddle. The price and use- 
fulness of a rarity is like the price 
and usefulness of a demised’s shave, 
or so thought the widow when the 
barber asked her for $10.00 to shave 
her late lamented. She replied, so 
the story goes, “that’s a lot for a 
shave; and it is not even as if he 
were going anywhere in particular.”

CACHE—COMMEMORATIVE—PARIAH 

It is an ill wind that blows nobody 
good. If it does happen here there 
will be a lot of treasure troves to 
thrill future numismatists. They are 
still finding ancient buried coins in 
Greece, Italy, and elsewhere. It is a 
common occurrence to dig up old Ro- 
man coins in England, relics of the 
Roman occupation. The people of the 
warring nations of the old world can’t 
take it with them in their migrations 
and are no doubt depositing thou- 
sands of coins in underground caches 
to be called for later. 

The age of a coin, like that of a 
person, is a point of view. It is not 
a question of how many years old, 


but of how big a niche it has filled. 
It is with a coin, like with a per- 
son, not how long but how much it 
has lived. This, in a measure applies 
to commemorative coins; “they spin 
not, neither do they toil.” 

Old Pariah, the Trade dollar, dis- 
franchised at home, denied citizenship 
abroad, snubbed by the public, tabooed 
by collectors, has taken on a new 
interest in life. Unlike the reams of 
inflated paper currency and tons of 
gross-metaled coins, he is at least 
worth his weight in silver, and col- 
lector’s are now awakening to his 
numismatie virtues. It is a backward 
collection indeed that hasn’t a “Wel- 
come Pariah” door mat.

TWENTY AND TWO-CENT PIECES 

Why the twenty-cent piece? It was 
not a Farleyized coin issued for the 
benefit of coin collectors. Out West 
in the 70’s there was a dearth of 
nickels. If one bought a twenty-cent 
article and tendered the dealer a 
quarter he received a pleasant smile 
instead of a nickel in change, the 
dealer retaining the nickel for lack of 
change. The public tired of this 
“smile” and asked Uncle Sam to take 
the grin out of shopping. He did so 
by minting the twenty-cent piece. In 
a short time nickels became plenti- 
ful, and the twenty-cent piece having 
served its purpose was discontinued. 

The obsolete two-cent piece. This 
coin was not issued so much for the 
benefit of the buying public or the 
dealers, but, it is said, to match the 
English one-pence, one of which 
equalled our two-cents. The two-cent 
piece is a very pretty coin, was the 
first to bear the legend, In God We 
Trust, is reasonably priced, and every 
one should form a set. It will be of 
interest to most of you to learn that 
the two-cent piece was contemplated 
many years before it was actually 
minted. Dr. Judd of Omaha displayed 
a pattern two-cent piece dated 1836 
at a recent Kansas City coin meeting.

HAVE A DESTINATION 

The many readers of HOBBIES who 
have become actively interested in 
coin collecting should take the hobby 
seriously. Your collectiveness should 
be tempered with selectiveness. Have 
a goal and take the shortest route; 
don’t waste time detouring. “A man 
never goes so far as when he does 
not know where he is going.’’ Numis- 
matics is a serious study, and col- 
lecting an arduous though pleasant 
task. A collection is not formed in a 
single bound, it is built up slowly 
round on round. Select a phase, and 
once begun, stick to the job until it’s 
done. The start will be easy, but 
towards the end the sledding will be- 
come hard, good specimens scarce, the 
early haste will slow down. Because ~ 
you can’t hurry is no need to worry, 
for “worry and care will not alter 
your fate, they will drag you down 
with all their weight.” While you 
have started out with only one phase, 
you need not have a wheel-barrow 
(one track) mind; when the work 
slows down on the first phase start 
in on another one. Don’t let living in 
a small Coin-clubless town deter you. 
You may have to learn your lesson 
the hard way, but the harder the 
getting the better the learning. Send 
to dealers for catalog and auction 
lists, get a statistical book showing 
number of coins minted and their 
approximate values; and if in them 
you don’t find all you want, write a 
dealer or prominent numismatist; 
they are always glad to give a lift, 
all are Good Samaritans. Goalless, 
methodless collecting is like riding a 
merry-go-round, you cover lots of 
distance but get no place. Go slow, 
learn as you go, so that you will have

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APPLE-CART UPSET 

The first gold notes, “yellow backs,” 
were issued by the U. S. in 1882, and 
collectors have taken it for granted 
these were the first “home-grown” 
gold notes ever circulated in this 
country. Ted Hammer of Burlington 
Iowa—as usual, a trick of his—upset 
the apple-cart this spring by unearth- 
ing gold notes that were issued and 
placed in circulation by the City of 


Burlington, Iowa, in 1856-1858. The 
City records show $50,000 in notes 


were issued, being printed in sheets of 
$11, in denominations of $1, $2, $3 
and $5. Most of the notes were re- 
deemed and destroyed, but some $7,000 
escaped the redemption fate. Ted has 
located only three of them, a $5 and 
two $1. Should you come across one 
of these Burlington, Iowa, “yellow 
backs” of 1856-1858 you will have a 
novelty, an oddity, and a rarity.

Don’t guess; if in doubt, consult 
a coin. The famous Altar at Lyons, 
10 B. C., fell into ruins ages ago 
without leaving a sight-seer’s kodak 
of it, yet we know what it looked 
like from engravings on bronze coins 
cast about that time. 

The Andaman Islands (India) were 
used as convict colony. Copper rupees 
(about 1861) were specially minted 
for the convicts so that if they es- 
caped to the mainland they would be 
detected by their money. 

Crude copper pieces used by the 
Alaskan Indians two hundred years 
ago are known as blanket money. A 
175 pound piece, representing 1500 
blankets, was the unit of value. 

Napoleon II, appointed King of 
Rome but never served, and who died 
at an early age, appears on a few 
coins. 

Except on commemorative coins, 
rulers of different countries seldom 
appear on the same coin. A rare ex- 
ception is the pattern 2 frances, 1848, 
showing the joined heads of Leopold 
I of Belgium and Frederic William 
IV of Prussia. These two kings ruled 
jointly the free city of Moresnet on 
the Belgian German border.

HADRIAN—A.D. 117-138 

Students of Roman history are 

familiar with and much interested in 


the life and reign of Hadrian, the 
ruler 117-1388 A.D. During his 21 
year’s rule he introduced many in- 


novations, most of them to the good; 
he was somewhat of a globe-trotter, 
visiting many countries, including 
England and Egypt; he was unlucky 
in love, and later succeeded in the 
taming of the shrew; his wife did not 
conceal her dislike for him, boasting 
of it to her friends; perhaps domes- 
tic incompatability accounted for his 
long absences from home on his sight- 
seeing tours.

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rian are a condensed biography of 
this mis-mated couple and their reign. 
The following brief account of a few 
of the coins of Hadrian, kindly writ- 
ten by Joseph Coffin of New York, 
numismatic authority and writer, is 
of interest:— 

“While the Emperor Hadrian cov- 
ered great distances, for those times, 
in his travels, most of his coins were 
identified only with Rome and these 
were issued in great numbers and 
varieties. There were few provincial 
issues. However, coins were struck 
for Libya—‘Restitutori Libyae S. C.,’ 
Macedonia — Inscribed Restitut Ori 
Macedoniae S. C.,’’ Spain, Asia and 
Egypt to commemorate some of his 
exploits in these parts of the world. 
Incidentally, at least Libya and Egypt 
are very much in the news today, 
almost two thousand years after Had- 
rian’s reign. 

“The issues of A. D. 117 and 118 
give a clue to the date of issue, bear- 
ing the letters COS and COS II for 
the years of Hadrian’s consulship, 
but those issued in the following years 
simply bear the designation COS III. 
The first issue an Aureus of 117 
shows Trajan and Hadrian standing, 
right and left, holding a globe be- 
tween them and a later issue Trajan 
and Hadrian standing, right and left, 
clasping hands. Several aureii of this 
year bore IUSTITIA and others PAX 
for ‘Justice’ and ‘Peace’ and because 
of his character many felt that Had- 
rian was considered worthy of the 
title of ‘Pius’ which later appeared 
on some of his coins. 

“A study of the coins of Hadrian 
show that on the early issues bear- 
ing a draped and sometimes arm- 
oured bust, he was small but hana- 
some. Later issues show larger feat- 
ures while the last coins of his reign 
show practically the same features 
but a more dignified carriage, with 
fine serious distinguishing marks. 
While in the earlier portraits he is 
shown with laureated head, in the 
later coins he is portrayed with bare 
head. 

“Some of the provincial issues of 
Hadrian show the ibis for Egypt, hip- 
popotamus for the Nile, Scorpion for 
African issues and the prow of a 
ship for those identified with Asia. 

“As stated before the coins of Had- 
rian were many and consisted of gold 
aureii, silver quinarii, and silver de- 
narii. 

“At this time it might be well to 
mention the coins of Sabina, the wife 
of Hadrian, who is depicted on coins 
of his reign. She is shown as an 


austere, homely woman, with quite a 
remarkable way of wearing her hair. 
Sabina died by her own hand, 137 
A. D. Some of the coins of Sabina 
are more remarkable in their way 
than those of Hadrian.”

“To others he delivered the coin 
that was struck,” continues the his- 
torian, adding, “The most perfect con- 
fidence prevailed betwixt them, and 
the transactions were conducted with 
quite as much simplicity as those at 
a country grist mill, where the miller 
deducts the toll for the grist he had 
manufactured. 

“As gunsmiths, Bechtler and his 
son were prominent for their ingenu- 


ity; they had invented various in- 
genious modes of firing rifles eight 


times a minute. One with a chain for 
sixty caps, revolving by a catch of the 
trigger was very neatly constructed, 
and was exceedingly curious. Young 
Bechtler fired it off several times at 
a target placed at a distance of one 


hundred and sixty-five yards, and 
with great success. 
“Having partaken of Mr. Becht- 


ler’s frugal dinner, I walked over his 
farm with him, which consisted of 
four hundred acres, with several min- 
eral veins running through it N.N.E. 
and S.S.W., some of which were auri- 
ferous, but as I thought not at all 
promising. This was not Mr. Becht- 
ler’s opinion, who was a great en- 
thusiast about gold-mining, and en- 
tertained extraordinary mystical no- 
tions about mineral veins. Some of 
the specimens of auriferous rocks 
were associated with arsenic, and in a 
tunnel which he had driven upon a 
vein I observed taleose slate loaded 
with fine garnets. It appeared to me 
that he was in danger of wasting the 
fair profits of his industry upon im- 
practicable schemes, many of which 
his son did not approve. 

On September 25, this writer watx- 
ed out “after breakfast to Bechtler’s 
and other places in his neighborhood. 
The old man was very glad to see 
me,” he adds, “and conducted me to 
various interesting places. I obtained 
some specimens of gneiss with trans- 
parent garnets from his tunnel. Mr. 
Bechtler having inlaid my name on 
the rifle with native gold, I paid him 
for it and took a hearty leave of him 
and his worthy son, and again re- 
turned to my lodgings loaded with 
specimens. Amongst other practicable 
observations, Mr. Bechtler told me 
that the finest gold is obtained from 
the streams in winter, because in cold 
weather the quicksilver only has an 
affinity for the purer quality of gold, 
whilst in warm weather it is more 
active and takes up various metals.” 

In the next issue of Hospies I'll 
finish this article with the Feather- 
stonehaugh quotations. This is being 
written at Greenville, S. C., not so 
very far from Rutherfordton. Gold 
is found in considerable quantities in 
South Carolina, particularly in the 
Saluda river region, some few miles 
from this place. Not so very far 
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from here Garold Tapp’s uncle picked 
up a gold nugget on his farm weigh- 
ing about fifty pennyweights. Nor is 
it far from here where Tapp found 
the Bechtler minting press standing 
weatherbeaten in the yard of a far- 
mer. He obtained this press togethe: 
with a die or so and sold them t 
Julius Guttag of New York. Th: 
latter presented them to the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Society, in New 
York, where they may be seen at this 
day, a vital reminder of the Becht- 
lers and their coins.

In Memoriam 
By ROBERT E. KINGERY 


HE end of a chapter in the story 

of book collecting has been writ- 
ten. A. Edward Newton is dead; his 
library at “Oak Knoll” in Pennsyl- 
vania is a strangely quiet place. For 
in a very real sense “the Caliph,” 
was a very busy collector. He held, 
as did a former Philadelphian, (one 
Benjamin Franklin), that the good 
life was essentially a busy thing and 
so A. Edward Newton was many- 
sided — a business man, writer, pub- 
lisher, speaker — but first, last, and 
forever a bibliophile. Now bibliophily 
is something more than the amassing 
of a collection of books. As Newton 
practiced it, it meant knowing his 
treasures, sharing them with others. 
It meant not the road to a growing 
eccentricity and a flight from life 
but a warm and glowing humanness

that stuck with him whether he made 
friends with his pen or first hand. 

Holbrook Jackson has somewhere 
tabulated the causes of bibliomania as 
being greed, vanity, fashion. A Ed- 
ward Newton demonstrated that there 
were others. He collected because he 
loved books, because they were es- 
sential basic needs in his daily living. 
He gave to his treasures of himself 
and they of themselves. This affinity 
produced the most loved figure in the 
world of books. 

Newton belonged to the balanced 
school of collecting. His Bibliography 
and Pseudo-Bibliography scoffs at 
the too meticulous collector who pur- 
sues the imaginary point to infinity. 
He called for a little plain run-of-the- 
garden common sense in book collect- 
ing.” .. . The all-important thing in 
a book is what the author said or in- 
tended to say. And if in the course 
of printing or of publishing, which 
is a different matter — he altered 
his text, it is perfectly legitimate for 
us to inquire how and to what extent 
he changed his mind and to speculate 
as to what caused him to do so.” He 
never claimed to be an “honest-to- 
God bibliographer” but “a man who 
gets more pleasure out of reading the 
book than finding blunders in it...” 

Another momentous year, 1918, saw 
the publication of his renowned Am- 
enities of Book-Collecting, a volume 
which literally made book collectors 
by the thousands. For one of his 
friends, Newton taking cue from 
Conrad inscribed a copy “By these 
pages I stand or fall.” That this 
book since 1935 has graced the Mod- 
ern Library series of reprint editions 
is testament to its wit and wisdom. 
It was the first of the triumvirate 
completed by The Greatest Book in 
the World and This Book-Collecting 
Game. Taken together, they can only 
be matched by Thomas Frognall 
Dibdin. 

It was not only directly of books 
that “the Caliph” could write en- 
gagingly. In his Doctor Johnson he 
dealt with his favorite subject, “the 
biographical side of literature.” His 
love of England shines through A 
Tourist in Spite of Himself and 
Derby Day and Other Adventures. 
It may well be said that this man 





was one of strong loves and lasting 
affections. There have been other 
collectors who could match A. Ed- 
ward Newton in bookish knowledge. 
But his friends will tell you that he 
endeared himself to them for quite 
other reasons. The pleasant after- 
noons at “Oak Knoll” were always 
something more than a literary ex- 
hibition. 

His early ambition, engendered out 
of his youthful contact with books in 
a Philadelphia stationery shop, leads 
us to a scarce and complicated (bib- 
liographically speaking) series of A. 
Edward Newton & Co., imprints. 
There are at least twelve of these 
ranging from the 1887 Homes of the 
Poets through Henry Hanby Hay’s 
Created Gold and Other Poems 
(1893). These by no means exhaust 
his activities as publisher — he was 
a publisher most of his life. Not of 
the Barnabas breed it should be ad- 
ded, for he gave his productions away 
to his friends. 

Each year since 1907, he sent from 
the Berwyn P. O. printed greetings 
from “Oak Knoll,” treasured by 
their recipients and much-sought 
after by the less fortunate. These 
“Christmas cards” were usually in

A. Edward Newton’s ever-present 
desire to share his collection and 
knowledge with others led to a con- 
siderable body of introductions and 
other writings. He was never too 
busy to help a cause in which he be- 
believed, to pen a preface for a 
friend. So that it is not surprising 
that the bibliography of A. Edward 
Newton approaches the two hundred 
mark. 

He was unique in an age when uni- 
queness is seldom a quality of the 
whole man but rather a thin assumed 
lacquer. He made his world a dif- 
ferent place; that world is not in- 
sensible of his going. 





Collection of 


Henry Horner 
By KInG V. HOSTICK 

T WAS quite fitting that Henry 

Horner, late Governor of Illinois, 
should have had the enduring pas- 
sion to collect as much material, 
was humanly possible, relative to the 
life of the most famous son of IIli- 
nois, Abraham Lincoln. 

Interest in the biography of Abra- 
ham Lincoln came to Henry Horner 
shortly after he became a member of 
the Illinois Bar. One of his early 
law associates, Frank Whitney, had 
heard innumerable actual stories of 
Lincoln from his own father, an as- 
sociate of Lincoln. These stories had 
no small part, apparently, in making 
the incomparable Lincolniana collec- 
tion of Henry Horner. 

Mr. Horner’s Lincoln Library was 
housed in a specially reinforced room 
on the second floor of the Executive 
Mansion in Springfield, while he was 
governor of Illinois. Instead of the 
proverbial dark and dusty, unused 
library, here was a room vibrating, 
through every day use. The Governor 
thoroughly knew his library and was 
able, at random, to pick any of his 
many tomes. His collection numbered 
nearly six thousand books and pam- 


phlets on the life of Lincoln, the 
fruits of thirty ardent years of 
collecting. 

On April 24, 1940, when recovery 


from a prolonged illness seemed prac- 
tically impossible, Governor Horner 
announced the donation of his mag- 
nificent collection to the Trustees of 
the Illinois State Historical Library 
for the benefit of the posterity of 
Illinois. 

In addition to 
Spirit -of 


the 
Lincoln 


library the 
reverberated 





throughout the Executive Mansion. 
Placed in key positions were paint- 
ings of Lincoln and people contem- 
porary with Lincoln’s life. It is my 
extreme honor to say that Governor 
Horner, as much as any other single 
person, must be credited with hav- 
ing interested me in the fascinating 
life of this great son of Illinois. Con- 
cerning Lincoln, Governor Horner 
often said to me, “There is a man 
who in his life had less than one 
year’s formal schooling, yet, by his 
own untiring efforts and constant 
reading and study became master of 
literary expression and our greatest 
president.” 

Thus, has ended the career of 
Henry Horner who had devotion to 
duty as his theme, but who will live 
forever in the hearts of fellow IIli- 
noisans. For behind him, in the form 
of a Library, Henry Horner has left 
a connecting bridge between Abra- 
ham Lincoln and the generation of 
tomorrow.

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IDENTIFY YOUR WALKER COLT 


Measurements to Assist You in 
Reconditioning Parts 


By W. F. S. QUICK 


RECENT volume published to il- 
lustrate all Colt models, both 
early and modern, has omitted frac- 
tional details of the seventeen parts 
(exclusive of the screws and nipples) 
in the Walker revolver assembly, and 
it seems justifiable to present them 
in the pages of HosBiEs. So clever 
are the metal welders of this age, 
that any minor parts are easily 
forged, lathed and shaped to the 
original factory dimensions, and when 
the missing part is fitted to the arm, 
the owner should feel proud of the 
accomplishment. 
Collectors who harp on repaired 
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arms as being “fakes,” will please 
be reminded that museums generally 
throughout the world desire ‘“com- 
plete” arms for public display. If 
your Walker Colt is incomplete, use 
these detailed gauges to build the 
needed parts (see next page). 

The barbed spur shown beneath 
the barrel, and which hooks on the 
plunger head inside the elbow of the 
loading lever, could easily snap off, 
and it is doubtful that the “muzzle 
latch” was attached to any Walker 
size piece when first issued by the 
Ordnance Department of our U. S., 
but was applied later when its suc-

cessful operation on the Dragoon of 
late 1847 assured its adoption. 


In support of this theory, the 
author submits the retention of the 
thick lever, and knowledge that one 
Walker with the muzzle latch still 
has the slot under the barrel where 
the spur had been fastened. The 
smooth bore Walkers were doubtless 
the whim of men who used buckshot 
and seldom cleaned the bores, men 
who used a carbine for long range 
and the pistol for scrimmage work. 


Since the roster of Walker owners 
was published in this magazine in 
1939, seven more of the moguls have 
been discovered, and with a possible 
ten yet to emerge from the attics or 
deserts during ensuing years, this 
author still believes that not more 
than fifty will ever be found. It just 
does not make sense that two thou- 
sand of the Walker were made and 
used, and could have all faded out of 
the picture in about eighty-five years, 
because we know of the battalion 
which bore them in the conflict of 
1846-1848, and only skirmishes pre- 
vailed for twelve years thereafter, 
and they were not carried in the 
War of 1861-1865. 


MR. STEWART GETS A BEAUTY 

H. M. Stewart, noted advanced col- 
lector of Pennsylvania, came into 
possession on October 1, 1940, of a 
remarkable Walker assemblage. The 
gun in fine condition was stamped 
“C Comy No. 13” on frame, butt, 
barrel, cylinder and guard, and all 
component part are factory original. 
With the gun, Mr. Stewart received 
a spacious Colt flask and the “U” 
shaped accessory tool. This latter 
has been described as having both 
nipple well and screw driver on the 
terminals. 


The action of cocking the hammer, 
folded the spring, and clamping on 
the tool allowed removal of the ham- 
mer. Haven & Belden picture this 
same clamp as an accessory in a 
cased Paterson, revolver before 1841. 


The mold has special shears for 
trimming the ball that is novel, but 
it was no doubt soon omitted from the 
factory made mold because each ball

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Indian Lore: Ancient and Otherwise 
By WILSON STRALEY 


IOGRAPHY is always interesting, 
but Maurice Elfer’s recent work 

on the life of the late Opie Read is 
intensely so. By all means you should 


read it, for it presents a world of 
quaint stories by the “printer-lec- 
turer-philosopher.” The Christmas 


festivities now in progress brings to 
mind the remarks of Read, quoted 
from Elfer’s book (p. 177): “Regard- 
less of all religious convictions, 
Christmas will ever be inspiring. It 
vivifies the past with the glow of the 
present. I remember an Indian chief 
named Trot Horse, who said to me: 
‘I used to think the white man was a 
fool for his belief in Christmas, and 
then there came a time when my 
squaw, my three children and I were 
among white people at Christmas 
time. Everything, it seemed, that a 
child could value was given to my 
kiddos, and with glad eyes my son 
Hop-the-Grass, came up to me and 
said; ‘Papa, chief, you you may not 
believe in Jesus, but I do. He has 
made my heart glad with thanks, and 
if after a while you don’t believe in 
him I’ll sneak a smudge-pot up to 
your bed some morning and smother 
you. What the preacher had said to 
me made no difference, but the glad- 
ness of Hop-the-Grass converted me. 
I am a Christian.’ ”

of the Indian,” by George Bird Grin- 
nell, (p. 221): “There can be no 
doubt that in many cases the Indian 
religion of today has been greatly 
influenced by the teachings of Christ- 
ian missionaries, and this seems to 
be true of Pacific coast tribes to a 
greater degree than to those dwell- 
ing on the plains.

Abigail E. Johnson, a missionary 
to the Hopi Indians for 28 years, in 
“Beyond the Black Buttes,” a series 
of true stories of Hopiland, describes 
among many incidents the building of 
the community house at the Baptist 


church station at the second mesa, 
Toreva. From her interesting story 


we take the liberty to quote the fol- 
lowing: “When the community house 
was finished, the young people from 
three mesas furnished the opening 
program, which was a musical. There 
were solos, duets and quartettes. 
Many good meetings and _ sewing 
classes are held in the community 
house; socials and night meetings 
with the stereoptican, and at Christ- 
mas time the room is packed, the 
stage is in use, and everyone is hap- 
py as the following lines may sug- 
gest:

Symbolic Ritual 


RECORD of the bizarre hadihadi- 


yas, or “coming through the 
woods” ceremony, of the Iroquois 
Indians — that was first mentioned 


by Jesuit missionaries among the 
Huron nearly three centuries ago — 
now is in the files of the Smithsonian 
Institution. 

It was photographed and more than 
50 of its songs recorded this summer 
by Dr. William N. Fenton of the Bu- 
reau of American Ethnology. He is 
one of a few white men who has at- 
tended the five-hour session of sym- 
bolic ritual. Many Senecas themselves 
have never witnessed the ceremony. 

Dr. Fenton was engaged in ethno- 
logical studies on the Seneca reser- 
vation in southwestern New York and 
was invited to attend by members of 


of the Iroquois 


the Medicine Society who conduct 
the strange ritual. It is intended to 
cure or prevent illness allegedly 
caused by disease-bearing superna- 
tural beings, or mystic animals that 
accept individuals for membership 
by making them sick. 

The central act of the symbolic 
drama is the presentation to a mask- 
ed actor playing the role of Hadui, 
the original medicine man, of a gift 
of tobacco for curing with hot ashes 
the person for whom the ceremony is 
performed. In this case it was for 
a woman who had dreamed several 
years before of a gigantic raven. She 
had been told by a clairvoyant of the 
tribe that she must join the Medicine 
Company and the only way to avoid 
serious illness was to sponsor the

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hadihadiyas, most costly and compli- 
cated of the Iroquois medicinal 
rituals, and renew her membership 
annually. This occasion was _ there- 
fore a renewal. 


There are a long succession of 
dances and songs, accompanied by 
shaking gourd and pumpkin rattles, 
from which the Indians eall the 
meeting a “pumpkin shake,” inter- 
spersed with refreshing draughts of 
blackberry juice. Finally, the man 
who plays the role of Hadui, the 
Medicine Man, enters and dips his 
hand in hot ashes and blows them on 
the head of the person for whom the 
ceremony is performed, while the 
others chant: “Now he cures with 
ashes.” It is believed that wearing 
the mask protects the doctor’s hands. 
At the end there is a “feast”? when 
the performers eat the heads of wild 
game, now two pigs’ heads, picking at 
them as if they were ravens. Corn 
soup is carried home in pails. 

Dr. Fenton’s especial interest this 
summer was in the wooden masks 
worn by Indian members of the So- 
ciety of Faces, another medicine so- 
ciety. All these, representing a gro- 
tesquely contorted face, are supposed 
to picture the feared Hadui. At the 
beginning of time, according to the

Iroquois mythology, Hadui and the 
Creator had a contest of power in 
moving a mountain. In the course of 
this battle, Hadui looked around and 
the mountain that the Creator had 
summoned, hit him in the face. Hadui 
has presented a frightful appearance 
ever since. He is pictured as a hunch- 
back who always crawls into a room 
before standing erect. 

There is a clownish element in the 
Hadui impersonations, but in the 
final analysis, the ancient disease 
bearer is regarded seriously, and to 
see him in a dream is a dread experi- 
ence, demanding that the person spon- 
sor a feast for his society, the mask- 
ed company. 

Hadui also .has a social role as 
public health officer. Twice each year, 
in spring and autumn, his human 
counterparts visit the community and 
drive disease from the _ settlement. 
Hadui, the spreader of sickness, can 
also prevent it. Naturally, it is as- 
sumed, he can control his own ser- 
vants — the various sicknesses — and 
will do so in return for a symbolic 
offering of tobacco and a feast of 
mush. He also appears at the great- 
est of all Iroquois festivals, at mid- 
winter, to cure those who have been 
afflicted. Otherwise he comes at the 
behest of individuals who provide a 
feast for the occasion. 

Among’ several Iroquois tribes, says 
Dr. Fenton, there is a craft of mask 
sarving. The actual representations 
of Hadui differ from community to 
community and even from one carver 
to another. All sorts of symbolism 
have been ascribed to these variations 
but, Dr. Fenton believes, this is 
mostly without foundation. The style 
of one man differs from that of an- 
other. The styles themselves have 
given rise to new mythological ele- 
ments. 

These masks are carved out of livi- 
ing bass wood. Formerly the fea- 
tures were first cut on the trunk of 
a standing tree and then cleaved 
away. The life of the tree was sup- 
posed to pass into the mask. Now 
this practice is seldom followed, and 
they are carved on old barn beams. 
The mask carvers often are artists 
of exceptional ability. 


It has been generally assumed for 
ninety years that with the passing 
of each generation the bulk of the 
Iroquois ceremonials would be lost. 
The sophisticated younger genera- 
tion, observers have reported, lose in- 
terest in the ways of their elders and 
do not bother to learn the dances and 
rituals. Yet in each community, Dr. 
Fenton says, there are families who 
preserve the old ways, and the native 
folkways may not pass away with the 
present older generation.

a of a key to the cultural 
sequence in the earliest known 
period of human occupancy of North 
America is reported by Dr. Frank 
H. H. Roberts, Jr., Smithsonian In- 
stitution archeologist, who recently 
returned to Washington from his 
sixth summer at the Lindenmeier site 
in northern Colorado—a place where 
nomad bison hunters camped in the 
closing days of the last ice age. 

The hunters were makers of the 
characteristic “Folsom point,” sup- 
posedly a spear head, which has been 
found in other places associated with 
the remains of the mammoth, the 
native camel, and the _ prehistoric 
horse. At the Colorado camp the 
most numerous bones are those of an 
extinct species. 


There are certain variations of the 
point type, however, which have been 
gathered over a wide area. In some 
respects these have appeared to 
archeologists more primitive than 
“Folsoms” and it has been argued 
that the latter developed out of them. 
If this were true it would indicate 
that the makers of the variant styles 
preceded Folsom man himself. 


This summer Dr. Roberts hit upon 
a nicely stratified corner of the Lin- 
denmeier site. At the uppermost 
level were variant types of projectile 
heads such as have been found hither- 
to scattered on the surface in Neb- 
raska, western Oklahoma, and Texas. 
Below these, and separated from them 
by a deposit the building up of which 
must have required several centuries, 
were scattered specimens of still an- 
other Folsom variant, also found in 
Nebraska, Kansas, the Texas Pan- 
handle, and New Mexico. At a still 
lower level, separated from the sec- 
ond by deposits which must have re- 
quired hundreds of years to accumu- 
late, were typical Folsom points in 
association with quantities of bones 
from species of bison and other ani- 
mals. 


The picture, says Dr. Roberts, can 
be reconstructed roughly as follows: 

First came Folsom man_ himself, 
following the bison herds southward 
through the lush pastures which came 
into being along the edges of the re- 
treating ice. For various reasons the 
Lindenmeier site was a good camp 
ground for these nomads. They re- 
turned summer after summer and ap- 
parently made it a headquarters. 
Then something happened and the 
hunting parties were ended. After a 
few centuries, during which winds 
and floods had covered up the Folsom 
campsite, came other hunters. They 


used the site not as a summer camp 
but as a bivouac. They probably re- 
mained there only a few days at a 
time each year. 





In the intervening centuries the 
characteristic projectile head had de- 
generated. It was made more hastily 
and simply. The new hunters may 
have belonged to a different group but 
they had acquired some elements of 
the Folsom culture. Again something 
happened, perhaps a major climatic 
change leading to a dispersal of the 
bison. Again the campsite lay vacant 
while wind-carried dust and _flood- 
borne debris piled up over it. Then 
came new bison hunters, with a still 
different type of projectile point. 


Henceforth, wherever these differ- 
ent types of points are found they 
will indicate the relative age of the 
occupation. The rough time scale 
thus made possible may cover a thou- 
sand years or more of human occu- 
pancy of North America. The period 
was roughly from 10,000 to 15,000 
years ago. 


A contemporary of late ice-age 
man in Europe, Folsom man _ had 
his own culture which, as Dr. Roberts 
has found, was of a fairly high order. 
There are tools suitable for working 
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with hides. Hence the hunters prob- 
ably wore some sort of clothing. 
There are. geometrical designs 
scratched on some of their artifacts. 
This suggests that they had an eye 
for beauty. There are _ indications 
that they wore beads and perhaps 
they painted designs on their bodies. 
One of Dr. Roberts’ most significant 
finds at the Folsom level this year 
consists of bone needles with eyes,— 
by far the oldest occurrence of this 
type of artifact yet noted in North 
America and one that makes it ap- 
proximately contemporary with the 
earliest true needles used by Euro- 
pean cave dwellers. 

Dr. Roberts also obtained Folsom 
points made from obsidian, the near- 
est deposits of which are in Wyom- 
ing, some distance to the north. Most 
of the points found previously were 
made from various kinds of quartzite. 
This year’s discovery shows not only 
that Folsom man ranged far afield 
in his hunting expeditions but that 
he had the initiative to adopt new 
materials for his handiwork. Scatter- 
ed throughout the East is a variant 
type of Folsom point of which no ex- 
ample was found at the Lindenmeier 
site but which is believed to repre- 
sent a somewhat later period. 





One Hundred Sixty Years Ago 


NE hundred and sixty years is not 

much of a span in time, yet quite a 
ways when the growth in population 
and wealth, in convenience and pro- 
gress, etc., are taken into considera- 
tion. Recently while reading “Pioneer 
Life in Western Pennsylvania,” by 
J. E. Wright and Doris S. Corbett, a 
publication of the Western Penn- 
sylvania Historical Survey, sponsored 
jointly by The Buhl Foundation, the 
Historical Society of Western Penn- 
sylvania and the University of Pitts- 
burgh, we chanced upon the following 
paragraph, which our readers can 
contrast with conditions as they pre- 
vail today (p. 126): “During the 
years when the Indians were making 
war the settlers enjoyed little peace 
except in winter, when Indians were 
least able to make their invasions in- 
to the settlements. Having spent 
many summer days cooped up in un- 
comfortable forts, the settlers hailed 
the approach of winter with joy, for 
then they could remain in their cab- 
ins, which, drafty and smoky as they 
might be and empty of the most 
ordinary comforts known to us, were 
nevertheless home to the border men 
and women. If their corn had been 
left to ripen by the Indians and the 
potatoes had flourished, there were 
happy activity in gathering and shell- 
ing corn, in potato digging, and in 
repairing the farm tools and cabin 


for spring. The first frost and the 
first snow flurry were really welcome, 
for they were like a lock on the coun- 
try to fasten it safely from maraud- 
ing savages.”—VW. S.

States.

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FOSSIL PEARLS 


COLLECTION of about fifty 

100,000,000-year-old pearls is now 
being studied at the U. S. National 
Museum, Smithsonian Institution. 

They were secreted in the bodies of 
the Inoceramus, a large mollusk re- 
lated to the oyster, which was abun- 
dant in the upper Cretaceous period 
of geological history while the giant 
dinosaurs were coming to the end of 
their days. 

Once they may have been lustrous 
gems. The milleniums in the depths 
of the earth have robbed them of 
their luster. They now are dull yel- 
lowish grey to dark grey in color 
and only an expert would recognize 
them as pearls. They were collected 
from Cretaceous deposits in western 
Kansas and were sent to the National 
Museum by George F. Sternberg of 
the Fort Hays Kansas State College. 
A report on them has just been made 
to the Washington Academy of Sci- 
ences by Roland W. Brown, paleontol- 
ogist of the U. S. Geological Survey. 

Fossil pearls, Dr. Brown says, ap- 
pear to be extremely rare. Only 
about 50 finds ever have been re- 
ported, although presumably the pro- 
cess of natural pearl formation has

been active almost from the time the 
oyster genus appeared on_ earth. 
Many, he believes, have been mis- 
taken for pebbles, fish teeth, algal 
nodules, and seeds or fruits of plants. 
The present collection contains many 
fine specimens for the purposes of 
science, although they would hardly 
appeal to a gem enthusiast. 

How a mollusk makes pearls, Dr. 
3rown points out in his report, still 
is not entirely clear, and to proceed 
with any theorizing on the origin of 
the present specimens it is necessary 
to understand clearly the nature of 
the gems. They consist of a nucleus 
surrounded by a number of concen- 
tric layers of a mineral known as 
nacre, or aragonite, a calcium-car- 
bon-oxygen compound. These layers 
are separated by layers of an organic 
substance, conchiolin, which is form- 
ed of calcium, hydrogen, nitrogen, and 
oxygen. The ordinary form is spheri- 
cal, although the pearl can take on 
many shapes, depending upon where 
it is formed in the body of the mol- 
lusk. 

It is formed in a sack within the 
epithelium, the portion of the mollusk 
which also secretes the substances 
making up the shell of the animal. 
Before this pearl secretion starts it 
is essential to have a center of ir- 
ritation within this epithelium. Dur- 
ing most of the life of the creature 
it is protected by a thick shell which 
prevents external substances from 
getting into it. 

Nevertheless a grain of sand may 
sometimes get under the shell and 
become imbedded in the layer of 
secreting cells. This has long been 
recognized in the Orient. In China 
there is an age-old practice of intro- 
ducing foreign objects, such as tiny 
statues of Buddha, into the epithe- 
lium to promote the growth of pearls. 

But in nature, Dr. Brown says, 
there can be little doubt but that the 
great majority of pearls are due to 
some parasite which _ penetrates 
through or under the shell and buries 
itself in the secreting cells. The for- 
mation of the pearl is a physiological 
reaction of the animal to save itself 
from the invader. 


He quotes the statement: “The 
most beautiful pearl is only the bril- 
liant sarcophagus of a worm.” This 
probably applies, he believes, to these 
100,000,000-year-old specimens. Para- 
sitism is nothing new on earth. 
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Presumably the oyster ordinarily 
is only one stopping place in the life 
cycle of the worm. It depends for 
its next life stage on something eat- 
ing the mollusk before the prison cells 
or calcium are closed around it. If 
this fails to happen the parasite dies 
and the center of irritation it sets 
up becomes the lustrous jewel. 

There is no way, he points out, of 
estimating the original beauty of 
these ancient pearls. Their size indi- 
cates that they must have been form- 
ed by a large mollusk and the Ino- 
ceramus is the only creature of the 
upper Cretaceous that fits into the 
picture. Chemically the concretions 
are essentially the same as are pearls 
of today. 

Actually, Dr. Brown explains, fos- 
sil pearls of a much earlier date have 
been found in various parts of the 
world and the assumption is that most 
of them were formed in the bodies of 
members of the ancient oyster family. 
It does not necessarily require an 
oyster to form a pearl, however, and 
theoretically any mollusk which grows 
a shell should be able to produce one. 
It is known that they sometimes are 
grown by snails. Yellow pearls are 
produced by the pearly nautilus — 
a distant relative of the octopus. 





Bureau of Mines Reports 
Increase in Gem Cutting 

Because people in the Northwest, 
and particularly in Oregon and 
Washington, have taken up gem cut- 
ting as a hobby, the production of 
gem stones in the United States has 
shown a marked increase, it is re- 
ported by the Bureau of Mines. Pur- 
chase by tourists of gem-studded 
souvenirs and the increased use of 
colored stones in jewelry also aided 
to swell the total value of production 
to $470,000 in 1939. 

The war has shut off the country’s 
normal sources of supply of colored 
gems; consequently, the Bureau says, 
gems of American origin, notably 
turquoise, tourmaline, kunzite, beni- 
toite, and hiddenite should increase 
in popularity. 

In the Northwest, especially in 
Oregon, the number of mineral col- 
lectors and lapidaries, both profes- 
sional and amateur, most of whom 
collect and cut quartz gems, continues 
to increase. The value of the gem 
material cut in 1939 in the northwest- 
ern States is estimated as follows: 
Oregon, $300,000; Washington, $90,- 
000; Idaho, $35,000; Montana, $10, 
000; and Wyoming, $8,000—a total 
of $443,000.

What, No Chalk? 


Perhaps you have a complex against 
it, a sort of hang-over from school 
days, but chalk is really an interest- 
ing mineral. It is actually a fossil 
oceanic ooze consisting, in the case of 
the English chalk, entirely of calcite 
organisms such as foraminifera. The 
fact that aragonite shells are entirely 
lacking shows that it was deposited at 
a depth greater than 1,500 fathoms, 
as below that point all aragonite 
passes into solution. We might men- 
tion as a matter of interest that shells 
composed of aragonite rarely appear 
as fossils because of the fact that this 
mineral is attacked by carbonated 
water much more readily than calcite 
and rarely persists through geologic- 
al ages. 

When ooze is deposited on the bot- 
tom of the sea, it contains more or 
less silica derived from the spicules 
of sponges and other sources. This 
silica partially dissolves under the 
tremendous pressure existing at the 
bottom of the sea, but is later re- 
precipitated around suitable nuclei, at 
the same time replacing carbonate of 
lime. The result is a nodule of flint 
such as is often found in the English 
chalk cliffs. 

No collection is complete if it lacks 
one of these flint nodules coated on 
the outside with white chalk. These 
come from the chalk cliffs of Dover 
and no more will enter the country 
as long as the war lasts.

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Journalistic Adventures of 
John Howard Payne 


By JOHN LAKMORD WAYNE 


THE greatest achievement of John 

Howard Payne, like that of Samuel 
Woodworth and George Morris, was 
the authorship of a song. John 
Howard Payne, journalist and drama- 
tist, was born in New York City on 
June 9, 1792. He was very precious, 
editing “The Thespian Mirror” when 
only thirteen years of age. At the 
age of fifteen and sixteen he publish- 
ed twenty-five numbers of a periodical 
called “The Pastime,” and in 1809, 
at the age of seventeen made his 
first appearance on the stage of the 
Park Theatre at New York as 
“Young Norval.” 

After a wandering career as an 
actor and dramatic author, he re- 
ceived the appointment of American 
consul at Tunis. In 1810 he played 
“Hamlet” and other leading parts 
with great success, and, at the age

of twenty and twenty-one, he was 
successful at the Drury Lane Theatre 
in London. While there he produced 
many dramas chiefly adaptations 
from the French. He corresponded 
with Coleridge and Lamb. In 1820, 
his tragedy “Brutus” was success- 
fully brought out at Drury Lane. 

While in London he published a 
periodical called “The Opera Glass.” 
While on a visit to America, in 
1832, he issued the prospectus of a 
weekly magazine, at $10 a year, 
which was to be called “Jam Jehan 
Nina.” (The Goblet wherein you may 
behold the Universe;) but this pro- 
ject was never carried out. In 1815, 
he published “Lisping of the Muse: 
Selection from Juvenile Poems chief- 
ly written at and before the Age of 
Sixteen.” Of his fugitive pieces the 
best-known are a series on “Our Neg- 
lected Poets;” and an account of East 
Hampton, which was published in 
the Democratic Review. 

His play “Brutus” was followed by 
“Virginius” and “Charles the Sec- 
ond.” Charles Kemble frequently 
played in the latter. Of his adapta- 
tions from the French were “The 
Maid and the Magpie;” “Accusa- 
tion;” “Theresa;” “The Lancers;” 
“Oswali of Athens;” “Peter Smink;” 
“°Twas I: Adeline;” “Ali Pacha;” 
and “Clari; or the Maid of Milan.” 
But it is as the author of “Home, 
Sweet Home,” the words of which 
are adapted to an Old Sicilian melody, 
which occurs in “Clari; or the Maid 
of Milan,” that Payne acquired a 
lasting reputation. 

Payne died at Tunis on April 10, 
1852. His remains were brought to 
Washington late in March 1883 and 
interred at Georgetown. Prior to 
that the United States erected a 
monument over his grave in the 
cemetery of St. George at Tunis. 


The Amaroc News 
6sFINHE Amaroc News” was _ the 
newspaper of the American 
Army of Occupation in Germany. Its 
name was derived from the first two 
letters of each word of the title of its 
body of readers — the American 
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Army of Occupation. This army 
newspaper was published from April 
21, 1919 until September 30, 1920. 
The place of publication was Coblenz 
on the Rhine, and there were 163 
numbers. 


The editorial slogan of “The 
Amaroc News” was: “If on the Rhine 
we must sit, then let us at least 
know what is going on outside our 
own billet.” It sought to be not just 
the “voice of the American soldier” 
but a genuine newspaper, with a 
special interest, of course, in events 
in Germany as effected by the Paris 
Peace Conference. “The Amaroc 
News” had unrivalled access to news 
sources regarding developments in 
Europe after the war. It was looked 
upon in European circles as an “of- 
ficial” organ, though it actually was 
not. It was subjected to no strict 
censorship save that imposed by its 
own editors’ sense of responsibility. 


That should make it more interesting

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“AT THE SIGN OF THE CREST” 
HERMES Coat-of-Arms

Hermes — Ermes 


s¢EJERMES! Greek! I didn’t know 

Greeks had Coats-of-Arms!” 
Yes, the Grecians were among the 
first to paint devices on_ shields. 
Homer and AEschylus both described 
these, in their writings. And the story 
is told that Socrates always wore a 
dolphin on his sleeve, because his 
son, wrecked with others in the AE- 
gean Sea, was saved when a dolphin 
wound himself around the anchor and 
brought the ship safely to shore. The 
dolphin has always been the emblem 
of seamanship, and a very-much co- 
veted charge, as it was the king of 
fishes, as the eagle was king of birds, 
and the lion king of beasts. 

But—we are getting away from the 
subject. 

This is not a Grecian, but a GER- 
MAN Coat-of-Arms. 

“And you are giving us a German 
Coat-of-Arms — in these days of—?” 
Yes, I am, readers, for there are 
thousands who deserve this recogni- 
tion. And I would have gladly fea- 
tured some before, but it has just 
happened that nearly all about which 
I have written, have come from the 
British Isles. 

Read and study, as I often do, the 
stories of the settlements in Pennsyl- 
vania, in the middle of the 8th cen- 
tury. Who made it possible for these 
people to come to these shores? Wil- 
liam Penn. Where was he from? Eng- 
land. Where were thousands of these 
people from? Germany. Why did 
they come? You know. To escape 
just what vast numbers today wish 
to free themselves from — religious 
and political persecution, and com- 
pulsory military service. 

Perry, Cumberland, Northampton, 
Lancaster, and several other coun- 


ties were largely settled by Germans- 
sturdy, thrifty, men and women, 
loving the cultivation of the land; 
the erecting of spacious and well- 
built homes; the comforts and joys 
of home life; education for their 
children; church, and religious in- 
struction for the entire family; ef- 
ficient and clean political life; im- 
provements in public property and 
highways. 

And although they came to escape 
military life, when the independence 
of our young nation was at stake, the 
majority of them were loyal to the 
cause, and did their share toward its 
establishment. 

Genealogies and county histories tell 
many stories, not only of the young 
men who could carry arms, but of 
the older ones who were on the Com- 
mittee of Safety; who gave of their 
funds to finance the war; who killed 
their stock and raised extra “truck” 
to feed the soldiers; who made their 
shoes, and shod their horses. Also of 
the women who opened their homes 
to shelter the soldiers; who toiled 
night and day knitting for them, 
baking their bread and beans; nursed 
the sick and wounded in their homes 
and in the temporary hospitals which 
their husbands built. Many women 
died of typhus fever contracted while 
giving this service. 

If you travel through this section 
now, you will see many very old 
churches built by these early settlers, 
and tombstones inscribed in German, 
the only language familiar to them 
at that time. You will find the old 
homes with 1756 or 1789 carved in 
the stone or wood; the brass knockers, 
and the names in German on the door 
plates. 

While these people became Ameri- 
can citizens and were loyal and faith- 
ful to government, and myriads of 
their descendants never think of 
themselves as being of German de- 
scent in the strict sense of that term, 
yet they are most faithful to their 
family ties; and like all other groups, 
are interested in family history and 
records, and are eager to know their 
background. Some of their ancestors 
were of “noble” blood; some educa- 
tors and theologians; some scientists, 
artists and musicians; some of the 
so-called “lesser occupations.” 

In the last few years, among the 
scores who have come or written to 
me, to have their family records or 
Coats-of-Arms_ established, perhaps 
as many are of the groups who have

“old country” 
within the last 50 years as _ those 
about whom I have just been writing. 
There is always that longing to know 
about their family — wishing to have 


come over from the 


an authentic record, knowing how 
all such records across the water 
are being destroyed today. 


Fortunately there are, in our pub- 
lic, historical and genealogical libra- 
ries, volumes and volumes of line- 
ages, and descriptions and pictures 
of Coats-of-Arms. Sometimes 50, 80, 
100 books to a set. Some, tiny books 
in finest print, some, huge in size. 
All are printed in German text, and 
most of them very difficult to de- 
cipher, even for one familiar with the 
German language. 


While this name I have chosen 
may not be found as commonly across 
the country as some other German 
names, and while as far as I know, 
those of the name have come within 
the last 50 or 75 years, I am using 
it as an example of the type I have 
been describing — those loyal to the 
country of their adoption, and to their 
family traditions. 


And now to this particular name, 
HERMES, how it came to be Ger- 
man, how the record of the Arms was 
discovered here, and its description 
and interpretation. 


In mythology, Hermes, the son of 
Zeus and Mais, was- the herald and 
messenger of the gods. He was the 
god of commerce, invention and 
athletics, and the patron of travelers. 
He invented the flute and lyre. In 
art he is represented with a herald’s 
staff or caduceus, small wings on his 
sandals, and a traveler’s low-crowned 
hat. Fastening Prometheus to the 
rock is one of our familiar stories. 


The name was taken as a surname 
by Grecian families. During the 4th 
and 5th centuries the Roman Empire 
ruled over Greece, and in the 11th 
century over what is now Germany. 
During this latter period, many Greek 
families emigrated to the northern 
countries, and among them, was the 
family of Hermes. 


The main settlements seem to have 
been in and south of Westphalia. 
One Georg Hermes born 1775, was 
a theologian and philosopher, profes- 
sor at Munster. In England, a Miss 
Hermes has been registered in “Who’s 
Who.” In this country we find one 
on the Judge’s bench, others in in- 
surance, in manufacturing business, 
as doctors and professors. 


Have you stopped to consider what 
a mental load librarians carry? How 
they store way information, and know 
just when to bring it out? Are we 
appreciative enough of their services, 
so conscientiously given, or do we 
only take them for granted? 


To an excellent library I wrote to 
try to find the history of this family 
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for a client, who wished to know 
about the Coat-of-Arms. I knew of 
a certain set of books that should 
contain the information. The librar- 
ian looked in vain, for the name. I 
gave it up, and wrote my client that 
I could not find it, but if I ever came 
across it, I would let him know. It 
was weeks, perhaps months, after- 
ward that a letter came from this 
librarian: “My dear Miss Keech, I 
have chanced upon 38 Coats-of-Arms 
of the earlier “Hermes” family, for 
dates 1457, 1547, and 1552. But they 
were indexed under “Ermes,” and 
when I saw the name, I was reminded 
of the similar name you were search- 
ing for, and looked in the text, and 
here were three spellings — Hermes, 
Ermes and Arrimis.” That was 
clever work. 

Later I went to the library, and 
copied pages in German, translated 
it, and sent the important data to 
the one patiently waiting. 

There were five pictures on the 
page, all similar, but all having 
some design different from the others. 
Two had Moor’s heads facing each 
other in the chief or upper part, and 
the lower part of one shield was 
covered with gold coins, while the 
other was like this one. Another was 
like this except the figures had 
swords protruding from their hats 
instead of arrows through their 
shoulders, and there was a red band 
or fesse, across the center. The one 
granted in 1457 was to Batholmeaus, 
the one in 1552 to Laurenz, and in 
1547 to Lorenz. This one had no date. 

The description in German, in these 
records was as follows: Hin getheilter 
Schild, in dessen oberem silbernen 
Felde 2 gekronte Mohrenrumpfe in 
schwarzen golverbramten Rocken, 
mit Armstummeln, von bzw. schra- 
zlinken und schragrechten goldenem 
(alias grunem) Pfeile in die aussere 
Hufte geschossen, aus dem unteren 
Felde worin ein goldschwartzes 
Schach wachsen. Auf dem gekronten 
Helme mit schwarsgolsilbernen De- 
cken der rechte Mohrenrumpf. 

Back to my studio, I turned to the 
register compiled by the foremost 
authority on Continental Arms, and 
under the name Ermes, a spelling I 
had not thought of looking for until 
the librarian “chanced upon it,” was 
the same description, in French: 
Ermes, (Livonie, Esthonie) — Coupé 
argent, sur un échiqueté d’or et de 
sable; Vargent chargé de deux bustes 
de More aux bras tronqués, couron- 
né dor, poses de face, mouvant du 
parti, chacun avant le flane exteri- 
eur percé d’une fleche d’or, la pointe 
en bas, celle a dextre en bande et 
celle a senestre en barre; chaque 
buste portant un baudrier d’or en 
sautoir. Casque couronné. Cimier — 
le buste dextre. Lambrequins — d’or 
@argent et de sable. 

The translation in English Herald- 
ie terms may not be found in any 


book from which I could copy, but 
the following is close: Per fesse ar- 
gent in chief, chequy or and sable in 
base. Argent charged with two busts 
of Moors, arms couped, crowned or, 
each side pierced from the exterior 
with an arrow or, the point in base, 
that on the dexter in bend, that on 
the sinister in fesse; each bust having 
a shoulder belt in saltira or. Helmet 
crowned. Crest—the dexter bust. 
Mantling, or, argent and sable. 


Those of you who have been read- 
ing these articles for many months 
will need no further translation — 
into familiar terms, but a glossary of 
terms used, as you compare the pic- 
ture, may be of help: Per fesse, di- 
vided in half horizontally; in chief, 
in upper part; in base, in lower part; 
argent, silver; chequy, checked; or, 
gold; sable, black; couped, cut 
straight off; in base, down or below; 
dexter, right: sinister, left; in bend, 
diagonally; in fesse, horizontally; 
saltire, crossed diagonally. 

Notice that the French, and Ger- 
man both say that the right arrow 
is on the diagonal, the left, hori- 
zontal; but the picture has the ar- 
rows both on the diagonal. This is 
one example of how definite and 
careful an Heraldic artist should be. 

Notice also, in the picture, that the 
usual code is used; for silver — plain 
white, and for gold — dotted; but 
the black, instead of fine checks, solid 
black. Think also, that this code is 
the same in England and on the conti- 
nent. 

You will remember that the hori- 
zontal band across a shield represents 
the knight’s belt, and is granted as 
the girdle of honor. The division of 
the shield horizontally has the same 
significance. 

The Moor, whether the entire fig- 
ure, or the bust, or the head, is indi- 
cative of victory over these peoples 
during the Crusades, and in this 
case, with the arrows piercing the 
body, complete victory; the crowns de- 
noting that the chiefs themselves were 
slain. 

The checkered surface symbolizes 
the financial expert. 

Continental descriptions of Armor- 
ial Bearings nearly always name the 
colors in the mantling, while the Eng- 
lish usually take it for granted that 
the rule is well-known, that the 
mantling shall be the main color of 
the shield lined with the main metal: 
In this case, where there is but one 
color, and two metals, one in the up- 
per and the other in the lower part 
of the shield, the colors are stipulated 
as black, silver and gold. Then the 
color, or outer part of the mantling, 
would be black on both sides of the 
shield, and the lining would be silver 
on the right side, as the chief part 
of the shield is silver. and gold on the 
left side. This makes a very striking 
mantling, and is very common in the 
continental Arms. Also, when there 
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are two colors and two metals in the 
shield, it is common to use one color 
and one metal on one side of the 
mantling, and the other two on the 
other side. 

The significance of the colors are 
the same in the continental Arms, as 
in the English: black (sable), the fur 
lining of royal robes, nobility and con- 
stancy; silver, sincerity and peace; 
gold, generosity and elevation of 
mind.

Store of Filene’s now stands. 

He had many sons, and it is said 
that they argued and disagreed so 
often, that “father” gave them each 
a farm in outside land away from 
each other. One of these farms is 
now an historic home in Quincy, 
Mass., the John Adams house. There 
are other homes scattered throughout 
many suburbs of Boston. She encloses 
a bookplate of the Penniman Coat-of- 
Arms, as taken from an English book 
on the family history. 

Another writes “How true it is, 
what you say in your NOTE 25, 
(September ’40, about searching for 
old records), for only this August, 
and I am 638, a stray Bible record 
came to me, of my grandparents’ 
births and marriage, which I had 
never before seen, nor known of, with 


my mother’s birth the last recorded, 
April 10, 1837. And I guess maybe 
I was pleased.” (The last word un- 


derscored 4 times!) 

The Van Voorhees article has 
brought considerable comment, and 
one correspondent, after expressing 
his appreciation of the articles ap- 
pearing since March 1938 (think of 
his knowing the date!), writes thus: 

“Needless to say, I was thrilled 
when, in November, 1939, you de- 
scribed to a “T” the Arms of my an- 
cestor, Stephen Barnes, who removed 
to Branford in 1700; when this month’s 
“HOBBIES” arrived, and I _ found 
the splendid account of Stephen Coer- 
ten Van Voorhees, from whom I am 
twice descended, and mention of the 
Nevius Arms, which, from the de- 
scription, is doubtless that of another 
ancestor, Johannes Nevius, I could no 
longer resist the impulse to write 
you.” He includes a very colorful re- 
production of the Nevius, with some 
variations I have never seen. 


My comment on this letter would 
be, that I think it is splendid for a 
principal of a High School to have 
taken the pains to have studied 
enough on his own history to be so 
conversant with it, and, I do hope he 
is passing on to his pupils the desire 
to learn that their own ancestors 
made this country’s history. 


And, speaking of “twice descend- 
ed,” I have just finished a history in 
which a person is descended 7 times 
from one of these Holland ancestors 
on Long Island. These boys did not 
have many girls to choose from, and 
they just had to marry their cousins, 
and—in one case, I found—a niece!

ject? And why not? I should not wish

that wondrous night, and that still 
illuminates the hearts of men, women 
and children who are receptive to its 
influence. 


Christmas and Genealogy 

Christmas, the celebration of the 
birthday of Jesus the Christ. Turn to 
your New Testament, the very first 
Chapter of Matthew, also the third 
chapter of Luke, and you will find 
“The Book of the generation of Jesus 
the Christ, the son of David, the son 
of Abraham.” Whether or not you 


accept this lineage as correct, you 
must admit that in these days of 
Bible times, the people kept their 


family records. It was before the days 
of surnames, and each boy or man was 
referred to as So-and-so, the son of 
So-and-so. A common prefix was 


“Bar,” thus Bar-jonah, Bartimeus, 
Bartholemew, sons of Jonah, Timeus, 
Ptolemy. 


The old negro preacher said, ‘The 
Israelites was the mos’ fo’getful peo- 
ple I eve’ hud of. Abraham fo’got 
Isaac, Isaac fo’got Jacob, and Jacob 
fo’got Joseph.” But I say there is a 
worse accusation than that — they 
fo’got the WOMEN! Not a mother’s 
name given. And, too many times in 
genealogies today, and on tombstones, 
we find Mary, Eliza, Hannah, but 
their identity is lost, and many won- 
derful stories are lost to us also. 

However, if you go into any Hebrew 
home today, the head of the family 
being willing, he can bring out of a 
locked chest, his lineage, written on 
scroll or in book, or both, wrapped in 
velvet, silks, and linens. These rec- 
ords often trace to Adam. 

So, in the little land where Christ- 
mas began, family history was 
revered. 


Christmas and Heraldry 

Over a period of 200 years in the 
11th, 12th, and 138th centuries, Cru- 
saders from every country in Western 
Europe, joined forces to journey to 
the Holy Land to wrest that sacred 
country from the power of the pagan 
peoples And while their methods and 
principles were not always 100% 
ideal, we must respect the purpose 
which influenced them. 

As in all wars, the display of color 
and banners and special uniforms 
played a large part in inspiring the 
men to action. The use of spears and 
swords necessitated the use of metal 
helmets and shields. A closed helmet, 
in turn, necessitated the identification 
of the man behind it, and the shield 
was the natural place for this sign. 

These symbols were placed on the 
shields, later granted as honors, and 
still later, retained by the descendants 
of the grantees as family insignia. 

Thus, these men, journeying to the 
Christmas land, had bestowed upon 
them certain honors, represented by 
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definite insignia for certain types of 
service, and achievements. The cross 
was the principal emblem for them 
all, indicative of their suffering and 
sacrifice; the gold coin (bezant), 
crescent, and Moor’s head, for victory 
over the Turks; escallop shells for 
service along the Sea of Galilee; 
water carriers or “bougets,”’ for res- 
cuing those thirsting in the desert; 
and the STAR, granted “to those 
above the ruder sort of men,” whose 
influence was shed afar, like the rays 
of the Christmas Star!! 

May Christmas carols, Christmas 
peace, Christmas joy, live in your 
hearts this happiest of all seasons of 
the year.—Mabel Louise Keech.

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An English Post Card Album 


By RAYMOND J. WALKER 


* THE following paragraphs the 


writer will attempt to give the 
post ecard collector an idea of the 
makers and types of cards to be 
found in the English field. Most of 


the cards in the album from which 
these specimens have been selected 
were published in the reign of Ed- 
ward VII. when it seemed to be an 
axiom that anything worth doing was 
worth doing well. The greater part 
of the cards have been preserved for 
their beauty as well as their historic- 
al interest. Among the most beauti- 
ful are those published by Raphael 
Tuck & Sons, some of which were 
printed in Saxony. The trade mark 
of Tuck was Oilette and the number 
of cards produced by that firm ran 
into the thousands. The album starts

with one of the “Coronation Series,” 
showing “His Most Excellent Majesty 
George V by the Grace of God, etce., 
and Queen Mary, with the Towers of 
Westminster Abbey in the _ back- 
ground.” There are earlier cards 
showing these same personages as 
their Royal Highnesses, the Prince 
and Princess of Wales, in which 
George V wore a derby. There are 
also portrait cards of Queen Alex- 
andra and other personages. 

The Oilette series contains views 
of practically everything worth see- 
ing in the British Isles. There are 
series of the “Norfolk Broads,” “Pic- 
turesque Cornwall,” “Picturesque Ox- 
ford,” ete. In the “Cathedral Series” 
there are such pictures as “The Pray- 
er After Service’ (Norwich Cathed- 
ral) from a painting by Arthur C. 
Payne. This particular card seems to 
have been sold at a fair because it 
has the stamp of “J. E. Beale, The 
Fancy Fair, Bournemouth.” It has 
the postmark of Winton-Bourne- 
mouth, Feb. 26, 02. 

The “Picturesque Castle’ series 
includes such famous piles as Had- 
leigh Castle and Leeds Castle, Kent. 
These are from paintings by S. Ave- 
ling. Another artist who become fam- 
ous in the Oilette types was Henry 
B. Wimbush who painted the 
views used in the Oxford series, the 
Plymouth series, and others. Tuck 
also produced a Dickens’ series known 
as “In Dickens’ Land” which includes 
the “Bull” Inn, Rochester, and other 
Dickens’ landmarks. There is also 
an Oilette series of Dickens’ char- 
acters including such scenes as 
“David Copperfield with Barkis on 
the road to Yarmouth.” 

Views of London are the work of 
many artists and publishers. There 
are views of the famous Tower by 
Valentine who published many Ameri- 
can views in the early part of the 
present century. There was a Na- 
tional Series showing the Queen Vic- 
toria Memorial and _ Buckingham 
Palace. A series in sepia published 
by J. Beagles & Co., London, depict- 
ing such scenes as “The Changing of 
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the Horse Guards.” There are many 
views of monuments by various pub- 
lishers including “Ye Old Gate Series, 
F & M Ltd., London,” showing “The 
Cenotaph, Whitehall, London.” There 
are real photographs galore, most of 
these date from the twenties. Some 
of these are marked “W & K, Lon- 
don” with such views as “King Ed- 
ward VII. Memorial, Waterloo Place, 
Pall Mall. Unveiled by His Majesty 
the King, July 30th 1921.” There 
are views which bear the monograms 
of the publishers such as “BR” and 
“YL,” the latter series being “Printed 
in France” and including views such 
as the “Quadriga ‘Peace’ on Welling- 
ton Arch.” 

Leaving old London for a time 
with its Bleeding Heart Lane, Scot- 
land Yard, Downing and Wimpole 
Streets, we skip through the pages to 
“Picturesque Cornwall,” the land of 
Quiller-Couch and other authors. A 
view of St. Mary’s at Penzance re- 
ealls “The Pirates of Penzance” of 
Gilbert & Sullivan, and Crosbie Gar- 
stin’s Ortho Penhale of “The Owl’s 
House.” This is also the land of 
Sabatini’s “Sea Hawk.” 

The actual photographs sometimes 
have the names of publishers. There 
is a Rotary Photographic Series 
showing “Statuary by Campbell” one 
of which depicts the monument of 
Elizabeth Montagu in “Wharton 
Church near Kettéring.” Judges, 
Ltd., photographie publishers, Hast- 
ings, presented “The Statue of Boade- 
cia in a London Fog.” Some fine sepia 
views of Saffron-Walden were pub- 
lished by Hart & Son of that place. 
Advertising creeps into some of the

reproductions of old woodcuts. An- 
other series of a peculiar greenish 
tinge known as the “Colunio” series 
is represented by Wycollar Hall near 
Colne. O. F. (Stengel & Co., Ltd.,) 
London publishers, printed a number 
of views among them some of Haddon 
Hall, the home of the beautiful Dolly 
Vernon of Charles Major’s novel. 
The Pictorial Stationery Co., Ltd., of 
London issued a Peacock “Pictorette” 
series including views of Shake- 
speare’s birthplace at Stratford on 
Avon. 

Shakespeare is well represented in 
post card photography.

to historians who may glean its pages 
for inside data on the eventful period 
covered by its issues. 

The first issue consisted of 10,000 
copies. At its peak 68,000 copies 
were printed and later it dwindled 
to 7,000 as the greater part of the 
Army of Occupation went home. Ad- 
ded to the many difficulties incident 
to publishing a newspaper, in this 
case there were the extra ones of 
launching it in a foreign country en- 
tirely on credit, procuring suitable 
type and equipment and an adequate 
paper supply, wide distribution, per- 
sonnel shifts through orders from 
higher up, etc. The financial staff was 
forced to think in monetary values of 
Germany, France, Belgium, and Lux- 
embourg. 

The printing was done in the plant 
of the “Coblenzer Volk-Zeitung.” The 
idea was sold to the troops by “Ama- 
roc” posters pasted up and down the 
Rhineland — “It’s not a Red Cross 
nurse, but you'll love it just the 
same” — “It can’t do squads east, 
but it gets away with columns right” 
—ete., ete. 

The first “Extra” edition was pub- 
lished thirty minutes after the Ger- 
man delegates had signed the Treaty 
of Versailles at Paris on the after- 
noon of June 28, 1919, and aeroplane 
and automobiles put copies in the 
hands of the readers throughout the 
American occupied area within an 
hour after the event. 

Being a real newspaper, “The Ama- 
roc News,” carried play-by-play ac- 
counts of the World Series of 1919 
the morning after each game. This 
American newspaper with a German 
imprint is interesting historically and 
sentimentally—J. L. W.

printing and the book arts. During 
the first World War, he served with 
the Chemical Warfare Service. Since 
then he has successively worked as 
a designer-typographer first for him- 
self as the Georgian Press at West- 
port and later for the Haddon Crafts- 
men. 

His notes on printing history have 
been appearing at monthly intervals 
in the Publishers’ Weekly from which 
journal they are now reprinted in 
handy form. 


The Paper Industry and Printing 
in Japan. By P. D. Perkins. New 
York: Japan Reference Library, 1940. 
24 pp. 8vo, wrappers. 25 cents. 

This publication is chiefly of in- 
terest as an account of the develop- 
ment of machine made papers in the 
Orient and not as a history of the 
hand making of paper nor as a study 
of early printing. Mr. Perkins de- 
votes some attention to the Empress 
Shotoku’s Buddhist charms. She 
lived from A.D. 748 to 769 and in 
her zeal for Buddhism, ordered these 


to be printed and placed in miniature 
pagodas for distribution among the 
people. A number of these charms 
are still extant in the British Museum 
and in the Paper Museum of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy. They are not only the earliest 
known specimens of printing but are 
also the oldest specimens of paper 
made in Japan.

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HE disastrous results of the elec- 

tion—if we are ever fortunate 
enough to have another election — 
ought to end forever the outmoded 
trick of a handful of sharpsters pick- 
ing a dark horse to sneak in on the 
Republican nomination. That unscru- 
pulous practice cannot be crammed 
down the throats of the voters. The 
voters have a right to know their 
man, to get him out in the primaries, 
find out his weaknesses, develop his 
strength, and nominate him above 
board, knowing who we are getting 
and just what he stands for. 


It is evident now that any of the 
leading candidates who were expected 
to fight themselves to death would 
have made a stronger candidate than 
the unknown Socialist-Democrat who 
walked off with the nomination. 


And we are tired of having a hand- 
ful of ultra-conservative rich men 
dictate the nomination and insist on 
getting a man in that they can con- 
trol. If we get a safe conservative 
man, that is all we should ask. We 
should not insist on having a so- 
called business man’s candidate. There 
are not enough of us. Our employees 
can be poisoned to out-vote us ten 
to one. I said at the time of the 
Philadelphia convention that what 
went on there had all the earmarks— 
known or unknown to the candidate 
—of manipulation by British inter- 
ests. All three of the other candi- 
date had stated explicity that they 
stood against war. The English 
money-bags were looking for a candi- 
date on whom they could depend. 
After they nominated him, they could 
sit pretty. There was a tremendous 
lot of money spent in getting that 
nomination the way it was brought 
about. In my opinion, history will 
very shortly tell whence it came. You 
cannot pack a gallery with paid 
yellers for nothing. That costs plenty. 
And you can’t build up in sixty days 
a nationwide network of organizers 
without the use of a tremendous sum 
of cash. 


I journeyed to Elwood for the 
notification ceremony. It was the 
largest crowd I ever saw assembled 
in any one place, with the exception 
of the Lindbergh receptions in Wash- 
ington and New York. The conven- 
tion at Philadelphia had raised the 
hand of the candidate. The rank 
and file of the party rallied to up- 


hold the hand. The voters, enthused 
with their first impression of a new 
personality, leaped to uphold the 
hand. But at Elwood the hand fell. 
The speech was the flattest public 
utterance I ever heard. The crowd 
that went home, composed mostly 
of Republican workers, was disheart- 
ened. From that moment the can- 
didacy of Mr. Wilkie could never be 
revived. We all heard hundreds of 
voters say that they didn’t know 
where he stood. They couldn’t find 
out one single principle he stood for 
outside of endorsing the New Deal. 
He had been a Democrat too long. 
He couldn’t change his spots. 


If ever a party had an issue, we 
had it this year. The people of this 
country are almost ninety per cent 
against war. But the candidate strad- 
dled the issue. Without experience 
in politics, he bucked the Republican 
congressional leaders by coming out 
for conscription. He disregarded the 
peace sentiments of ninety-eight per 
cent of the Republican party by start- 
ing to bally up help for England, 
which only means eventual war. 
Never having been a Republican, it 
didn’t occur to him that the rank 
and file of the Republican party are 
church people and their spirits were 
dampened when they saw him con- 
tinually smoking cigarettes in the 
pictures. 


The worst of it is that he has been 
out now before the public as a party 
leader which affords him an oppor- 
tunity to build a nationwide organi- 
zation. If the Republic is not buried 
in the next four years, we look for 
him to split the party in a fierce 
primary campaign seeking another 
nomination. Either that, or he will 
follow in the footsteps of Frank 
Knox and turn on the party which 
honored him to join the New Deal. 


If the Republican party is so bank- 
rupt of principles that you can’t find 
them, let us junk it and organize a 
new one which will face the issues of 
our day without flinching or bush- 
beating, just as the early Republicans 
did in 1856 and 1860.

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If the party in power wanted to in- 
augurate conscription, they should 
have been left to take the onus and 
to stand whatever reaction the voters 
took towards it. How utterly silly it 
was to shoulder the onus of other 
people’s actions! The candidate was 
talked into that by the unsavory pro- 
fessional “front,” William Allen 
White, who immediately double cross- 
ed him by praising President Roose- 
velt on a national radio broadcast. 


The Illinois Republicans adopted a 
strong peace plank. They branded the 
New Deal as a war party and their 
candidates made a campaign on that 
issue. While Willkie lost the state 
by 200,000 they won the state by 
200,000. 


More recognition ought to be given 
in party affairs to Col. Robert R. 
McCormick, publisher of the Chicago 
Tribune. He has done more for the 
Republican party than any individual 
in it. The five states where the Chi- 
cago Tribune circulates, namely, IIli- 
nois, Indiana, Wisconsin, Michigan, 
and Iowa, all went Republican. 


It was ironical how the New Deal 
shrewdly turned the propaganda that 
the Republican newspapers had sat- 
urated the people with against the 
Republican ticket. We said for the 
past seven years that would be done. 
These newspapers have constantly 
and continually berated and ridiculed 
the so-called totalitarian powers, ob- 
viously for the purpose of catering 
to a handful of Jewish advertisers. 
It didn’t fool them. But it did fool 
the Gentile boobs and the New Deal 
campaigners turned it into votes. 


‘They didn’t have to carry on that 
propaganda. Those countries had a 
perfect right to select any form of 
government they wanted. That is 
none of our business, and if the news- 
papers wanted to display the usual 
American fairness, they would have 
printed both sides of the question. 
Does anybody think the democratic 
form of government would be a good 
thing for the Italian people? Isn’t it 
obvious, from results achieved, that 
the German people are pretty well 
satisfied with the form of government 
they chose? Does anybody think the 
Russian people are ready for a re- 
publican form of government, as we 
know it? Hasn’t Japan as much right 
to an emperor as England has a 
king? 

The form of government they se- 
lect is strictly their business, and the 
propaganda that the newspapers car- 
ried on was insincere, lacking in good 
faith, utterly unfair — and it came 
home to roost.

J. E. (Daddy) Standley, proprietor 
of Ye Olde Curiosity Shop, Colman 
Dock, Seattle, Wash., passed away 
on October 25, following a three-day 
illness from pneumonia. 

Standley was 86 years old, 
having been born in Steubenville, 
Ohio, in 1854. As a boy he carried 
baskets to the Ohio River boats near 
his home so that he might barter and 
trade with the crew. In later years 
he went to Denver on a freight train

and started a candy and_ tobacco 
shop. He went to Alaska in the 
’90’s. In 1899 he settled in Seattle. 


He displayed miniature totem poles 
in the tobacco shop which he estab- 


lished there, and soon was selling 
more curios than tobacco. Ye Olde 


Curiosity Shop was the result. 

That he attained renown is attested 
by the hundreds of notables who visit- 
ed his shop. 

Irene Castle, the dancer, bought 
totem poles from friends in England; 
Queen Marie of Rumania (she sat 
in the hand-carved Chinese chair) ; 
Jack Dempsey, Irvin S. Cobb, Mrs. 
Zane Grey, Adelini Patti, Eddie Pea- 
body, the banjoist (he bought moc- 
casins for his friends) ; Teddy Roose- 
velt, Jr., stopping on his way home 
from a bear hunt to Alaska; Dr. Ales 
Hrdlicka, of the Smithsonian. 


His shop on Seattle’s waterfront 
was a welcome port for seafaring 
men from all over the world. He 
particularly liked seafaring men who 
were his staunch friends. Letters 
came to the shop from all over the 
world for sailors and adventurers to 
be held by “Daddy” Standley until 


the wayfarer came to port again. 


In addition to many friends, Mr. 
Standley is survived by E. V. Stand- 
ley, a son, who has been associated 
with him in the shop for many years, 
and three daughters, Mrs. Ruby Rus- 
sell, Mrs. Paul B. Parker and Mrs. 
Jules Charbneau, whose husband is 
a noted collector of miniature curios.
